Gentlemen, 


T HE World in general would be furprifed at 
my addrefling you in this affe€tionate Man- 

ner, and fpeaking at the fame time fo difrefpedt- 
fully as I am obliged todo of my own Sex, were 
I not to offer fome Reafons to prove the Retitude 
of my Condu&. I am, Gentlemen (and I wou’d 
have every Body know it) under the greateft Ob- 
ligations to your Fraternity ; and if, as a certain 
Author fays, Ingratitude be worfe than the 
Sin of Witchcraft, fure Gratitude will be a fuffi- 
cient Plea for my taking upon me the Defence 
of your Characters, and your Profefion; Cha- 
racters that ftand full in the Front of Fame, and 
a Profeffion that has rais’d and fupported itfelf 
meerly by Art, has no Connection with, or De- 
pendance 
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pendance on Nature, but is felf-exiftent, and like 
a true Noun fubftantive ftands alone. 


To prove this, and at the fame time to de- 
monftrate the Ufefulnefs of your Science, we need 
only look back to the Days of Ignorance and Sim- 
plicity; thofe Days when the People had no 
Means of getting genteely out of the World, but 
were obliged to wait till they were carried off by 
mere old Age ; and this did not happen to fome 
till they had lived feveral hundred Years ; Navy 
we have an Account of one old Fellow, Methu- 
felah, I think his Name was, who lived to the 
Age of Nine hundred and ninety nine.

ed from a Multitude of Cafes that have lately fallen 
under my Cognizance ; and whoever confiders the 
Nature, and bad Effeéts of it, will fee alfo the 
Neceffity of this Inveftigation. From a thoufand 
Inftances that I have at hand, I fhall fele& but a 
few; the firftI fhall introduce is the Cafe of 
Mr. F. Honeyfuckle, who was originally a Barber 
near the Temple, and a good honeft Man, that 
had no more to fay for himfelf than other People, 
till he became acquainted with the Mafter of 
George’s Coffee-houfe, and was called in to fhave 
the Wits. There is fomething very powerful 
and aftonifhing in the Nature and A@tion of the 
Effluvia which afcends from certain Bodies, and I 
doubt not but it was the Effluvia that afcended 
from the Heads of thefe People while ‘Yobn was 
fhaving them, that wrought this tickling Irri- 
tation in his Fancy, and brought on him the Itch 
of Scribbling. And perhaps it is alfo owing to the 
Effluvia that dropped from the Brains of fobs, 
which has affected many of the Members of that 
Society with the terrible Degree of Dulnefs they 
at prefent poffefs. When I look into my Book of 
Mechanics, read over the Laws of Motion, and 
find that all Bodies at reciprocally on each other, 
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that the. Horfe draws as much as the Log, and the 
Log as the Horfe, I am confirmed in this Opinion : 

But what this Effuvia can be, or of what Sort of 
Materials it is compofed, no Man can tell, Do@or 
Puzzle, indeed, affirms, ‘* That it is the Quin- 
<< teffence of an, Effence, which being. fpecifically 
<< lighter than the heavier Parts, flies off one Bo- 
<¢ dy, like Alchobol, and infinuates itfelf into ano- 
ther Body fome how, and fomewhere, fo that that 
Body is affected with it.””. But as the Dodtor’s 
Definition does not much affe& or inftru@ me, I 
muft beg Leave to retain my old Opinion, till L 
can find a better, and to conclude that this Effu- 
via is.a Sort of Animalcula, or Maggot, which 
infinuates itfelt through the Pores of the Skin; and 
the only Difference between this Itch and the other 
is, that the Animalculz in this are finer, and have 
the Power of infinuating themfelves through both 
the Skin and theSkull; and this I think will plainly 
appear, when we confider the Manner and the dif- 
ferent Degrees of Infection. Mr. Kenderico was born 
of honeft Parents, who puthim Apprentice toaRule- 
maker, hoping thereby fo far to have provided for 
him, that he fhould have lived in the World, enjoyed 
a Cut from a hot Joint of Meat every Sunday, and 
have had anew Coat every Zafer in the Year: But, 
unfortunately for this poor Man, a Poet came in- 
to his Mafter’s Shop, during his Apprenticefhip, 
and, while he was bargaining for a black-lead 
Pencil, receiv’d a Meflage from the Mufes, that 


precipitated him away without his Hat, which was 
carry’d 
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carried after him by Mr. Kenderico, who, as it 
then rained, very inadvertently put it on his own 
Head, and, by that Means, contracted this terrible 
Diforder, which indeed has been the more fatal to 
him, on Account of his Trade; for the Effluvia 
of the Brafs ufed in the Joints of his Rules, has 
{o cafe-hardened his Face, that ’tis become abfo- 
lutely callous, and knows no more the Vermilion 
‘Tin@ure blufhed by the native Force of Modefty, 
than the Defarts of Barca do of the Bloom or Fra- 
grancy of the Rofe: Befides the Effuvia from the 
Lead of his Pencils and other Inftruments, inter- 
mixing itfelf with the reft, preponderates all to the 
Bottom; every Thing he fcribbles finks into Ob- 
livion, and yet the Incitation continues on the poor 
Wretch, and pufhes him 6n towards his own De- 
ftruction. 


STAMPERO, though a Boy of no Talents, 
Tafte, or Genius in the World, is afliéted with 
this Diforder; which Doctor Rocke, who attended 


him, aflures me was caught only by packing up 


Magazines, the dulleft Things in the Univerfe ; 
and this pitiful Creature is now in a deplorable 
State, ever attempting to do fomething, which 
always ends in nothing; for his Lines are as void 
of Meaning as his Advertifements are of Manners, 
But if we leave thefe Wretches, who are the 
Drofs of Mankind, and afcend toa higher Sphere, 
we fhall fee the fame Traces, the fame wonderful 
Effets of the Effuvia. This is to be difcover- 
ed even in the inimitable Mr. Sepciy ; who, 
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though a Perfon incomparably above thofe I have 
already quoted, and whofé Pen, though infinitely 
fuperior not only to them, but to moft of our mo- 
dern Scribblers, is neverthelefs indebted to the 
Effuvia evaporated from the Wits he has been 
almoft continually in Company with: It was from 
them he imbibed this Cacoethes of Scribbling, and 
We may very well account for the Difference be- 
tween his Writings and the Performances of the 
Perfons I have mentioned above, if we confider 
that Nature has given him an extenfive Propor- 
tion of folid Underftanding, and that he has long 
been a Companion not only for the Wits of the 
Times, but for the Men of Senfe. His Poem on 
Mr. /Vorlidge, the ingenious Painter over the Little 
Piazza, in Covent-Garden, is an evident Proof of 
his Genius, his Learning, and his Judgment in 
the Polite Arts; and in his Pamphlet intitled, 
«© Obfervations on Mr. Frelding’s Enquiry’’ there 
are uncommon Inftances of his Knowledge of Man- 
kind, as well as of his Sagacity and Penetration 
into the Laws and Polity of his Country. 

But what more fully, and beyond all Contradiction, 
proves this Diforder to be contagious, is the Cafe 
of this Gentleman’s Dog Colebrook, whe from only 
lying under the Table where the Wits ufually meet, 
and by walking out with his Friend B r, is be- 
come one of the moft eminent Writers of the Age, 
and has penned one Piece which has been receiv’d 
with Commendations even by the ingenious et 

thors 
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thors of the SruUDENT, who have inferted it in 
their admirable Collection.

SPAIN. 

ry Eare ftill informed of the Augmentation of 
the naval Force of this Country. The Bri- 
tifh Minifter has prefented another Remonftrance a- 
gainft the Spanifh Privateers and Guarda Coftas moleft. 
ing the Navigation of the Britifh Subjects in the Ame- 
rican Seas ; and alfo fome Remarks relating to the Right 
of Navigation inthe Bay of Honduras, which makes it 
reported that his Catholic Majefty has fent Orders for 
punifhing with Death fuch Commanders of Guarda 
Coftas as have a&ted with Illegality to the Britifh Mer- 
chants. There is a Rumour of another Negotiation car- 
rying on between Mr. Keene and the Spanifh Miniftry, 
which is conjeétured to be another definitive Convention 
for explaining the laft. But any old Woman, without 
the Spirit of Divination, may readily perceive that the 
fasacious Spaniard will fill temporize with the Court of 
London, and perhaps make Don Benjamin an old Wo- 
man in good earneft ; for the Spaniards are now relieved 
from the Load of Petticoat Government, and the Far. 
nefe Loquacity is vanifhed from the Cabinet, where the 

natural Gravity of the Country is refumed. 


ITALY. 


The holy Succeffor of St. Peter intends to make a 
Promotion of nine Cardinals to the vacant Hats;

any other old Woman into the Conclave, and give us 
another Pope Joan. Indolence and Luxury are the Foft- 
erers of Pride, and this has occafioned the ambitious Sons 
of the facerdotal Purple, to follicit the Catholic Powers 
to grant their Eminences the Precedency of Rank noe 
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their Ambaffadors where-ever they meet ; but his Sar= 


dinian Majefty does not feem inclinable to gratify their 
Vanity, and it is expected they will be equally difap- 
pointed at other Courts. The other Powers of Italy 
have nothing to incite our Curiofity at prefent; 
but I cannot help obferving, if thefe States were as una- 
nimous in their political Intereft as in their Religion, 
that a confederated Fleet may be. fpeedily equiped, 
which would awe the Infolence of the Barbarian Rovers ; 
even this may be done without the Affiftance of another 
Doria; for an old Woman, at the Head of a formi- 
dable Squadron, would make thefe piratical Adventurers 
dread to fail out of their Harbours. 
TURKEY. 


Beauty feems now difregarded in the Seraglio of the 
Grand Seignior ; the favourite Sultana has loft her In- 
fluence over the duciile Heartof Mahomet; and a Spi- 
rit of War feems to be rekindled amongft the Turks ; but 
to the Honour of the female Sex be it fpoken, the Vir- 
gin Emprefs of. Ruflia, and the good Wile of the Em- 
peror of Germany, can make the Ottomans tremble 

nd repent their Temerity, if they fhould endeavour to 
pafs either the Danube, the Neifter, or the Don. The 
Turks very probably encourage the African Rovers, by 
afluring them of Adiftance if attacked by the Chri. 
tian Powers; which they feem apprehenfive will cer- 


tainly happer ; but the Inhabitants of Algiers, ‘Tunis. 


and Tripoli, appear to difregard the Danger which has 
been long threatened them. 
FRANCE. 

While this Power is fecretly fomenting a Rupture 
between the Courts of Petersburgh and Berlin, fhe is 
making the neceflary Preparations for affifting his Pruf- 
fian Majefty on any Emergency; with whom the Mok 

Chriftian 
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Chriftian King has lately concluded a Treaty, by which 
he is obliged to furnifh his Ally with 30000 Foot and 
10000 Horfe. The French are alfo indefatigably in- 
creafing their Navy, from whence every old Woman: 
may prognofticate what may happen in the Baltick, 
if Roffia fhould be attacked by Sweden. 

Terrible Hurricanes have happened in feveral Parts 
of France, particularly at Nantes in Britany, where, in 
the adjacent Road of Paimboeuf, out of 70 Ships at_ 
Anchor, only 4 rode out the Tempeft, the reft being. 
either loft or Lee to Sea; by which 800 Seamen 
were drowned, and the Damages done within that Di- 
{tris amoun to ten Millions of Livres. The Waters 
of the Seyne have overflowed a great Part of Paris;_ 
and the Clergy are very fedulous in, deprecating the 
divine Mercy; in which I heartily concur, though, as_ 
an honeft old Eng/ifo Woman, it is my Duty to wif. 
that France may be loaded with Adverfity. 


NETHERLANDS. 


Nothing has reached us from this Part of the Conti: 
nent worthy of Attention. “Prinéé’ Charles of Lorrain 
lives in great Magnificence’ at Broffels,- where, hke a° 
young Scipio, the Laurels of the Hero dignify’ the 
Man, and the Victories of Was ferve only to augment | 
the Serenity of Peace. The Dutch are now reftrained 
by their Stadtholder from that obftinate chattering, which 
diftinguifhed the greateit Part of their Deputies with 
the Appellation of old Women daring: the Courfe of 
the late War; when, I may jaftly infiit upon: it, they 
fhewed the Irrefolution and Cowardice of fo many fe- 
male Goflips, together with all the cautionary Indolence - 


of Age and Infirmity. The Stadtholder finds himfelf 


invefted with little lefs than a fovereign Authority eA 
thele 
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thefe penurious Republicans, who are obliged to «on- 
ceal their turbulent Difpofitions ; while every thing is 


conducted with Secrecy and Regularity in the Aflambly 
of she States. 


GERMANY. 


The King of Pruffia is ftill averfe to the Eleétion of 
a King of the Romans, to which he is incited by the 
non-execution of the Treaty of Drefden, concluded 
on the 14th of December, 1745 ; fuch as the guaran- 
tying Silefia by the Empire, and the Regulation of a 
future Commerce, the former of which he has never 
been able to procure, tho’ by the 3d Article of theTreaty 
of Hanover, made between his Majefty and the King of 
Great Britain, this was exprefly ttipulated to be done ; 
and without the Affurance of which the Praffian Mo- 
narch would not have concluded the Treaty of Drefden 
in fo moderate a manner for the Queen of Hungary and 
Elector of Saxony, at a time when his victorious Troops 
had over-run that Electorate, and were in Poffeflion of 
the capital City. 

The Court of Vienna is apprehenfive of a Diiur- 
bance from the Ottoman Forces affembling on the Con- 
fines of Hungary, in which Kingdom a Body of Impe- 
rialifts are forming for its fecurity. 

The Eleétor of Cologne has renounced his fubfidiary 
Engagements with the Maritime Powers, and throwa 
himfelf into the Arms gf France, which is a very ex- 
traordinary Affair; becaufe this Prince cannot but re 
member the Devaftation that the French Troops, com- 
manded by Marfhal Maillebois, committed in his Tere 
ritories in the Year 1744, when his Dile¢tion nobly 
refufed them a Paflage, though in the Service of his 
Brothes the late Emperor. From thie Imconfiftency, hms 
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eleftoral Highnefs feems in his Dotage, and therefore 
ought to be invefted with the Mantle of an old Wo- 
man, rather than with his ecclefiaftical Habiliments, 
which, I amafraid, will contribute little to the Profpe& 
of Heaven for the Prince, if the Prieft difclaims the 
tender Tie of Confcience, with the Virtues of a Patriot, 
and the Duty of a Sovereign. 
DENMARK. 


The Court is only attentive to the increafe of Come 
merce, and the Profperity of the Inhabitants. A Squa- 
dron of ten Ships, is ordered to convoy 600 regular 
Troops to the Coaft of Africa, where they are in- 
tended to eftablifh a new Colony. The Danes and 
Swedes appear to have forgot all their former Animo- 
fities; and, to corroborate this Harmony, a Marriage 
Contra&t has been reciprocally agreed to between the 
Prince Royal Guftavus of Sweden, with the Princefs 
Royal of Denmark, who are both in their infancy : 
A Scheme, which if the young Princefs was my Daugh- 
ter, I fhould not readily affent to; becaufe my natural 
Affection for a Child would over-ballance a Regard for 
tlhe Community ; but the admirable Queen her Mother 
was ferved fo herfelf. 

SWEDEN. 

A ftrong Fleet is equipping at Carelfcroon, which has 
been conjectured tooppofe the Ruflians in the Baltick, 
in cafe of a Rupture between the Courts of Petersburgh 
and Berlin : However, all the Fears of a Commoticn be- 
tween Sweden and Ruffia are extinguifhed in the Death 
of his Swedifh Majefty, who died lately at Stockholm, 
in the 75th Year of his Age. Adolphus Frederic, Duke 
of Holftein, Biulhop of Lubeck, has now afcended the 
Swedifh Throne, to which he was declared Prince Suc- 
ceflor by the Treaty of Abo, through the Influence o 
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the victorious Ruffians. It is true, that this Prince is at 
the Head of a poten: Nation; but the regal Power in 
Sweden haa been greatly abridged fince the Reign of 
Charles XIT, on whofe Death the States were ieltored 
to their ancient Rights and Liberties ; fo that the le- 
giflative and executive Power is now lodged in the States, 
and the Monarch finds his Authority fo much retrench- 
ed, that, like his Polifh Majefty, he has little more than 
the bare Name of Sovereignty. 
Russia. 


The Diffention between the Courts of Petersburgh 
and Berlin are rather aggravated than adjufted, not- 
withftanding the Interpofition of the Courts of Vienna 
and London: Both Powers are exerting their military 
Strength, and pouring down their Troops to their re- 
fpetive Frontiers. The Ruffians are alfo in danger of 
an Attack fromthe Turks, but they have taken Care to 
¢ fend the Ukrain: they have alfo fent a confiderable 
Body of Troops into the conquered Provinces, under 
the Command of General Lieven, it being currently 
reported that Marfhal Lacy was dead at Riga, though 
they have now little to apprehend from the Swedes,whote' 
new Monarch is Uncle to the Prince Succeffor of all 
the Ruffias. The Czarina has ordered the Herenhutters, 
or Moravians, to depart the Empire ; and has published an 
Edi&t for prohibiting the Importation of Booxs printed 
abroad. 

GreAT-BRITAIN. 

Political Arcanums are lefs frequent in the Britifh 
Miniftry than in any other European Cabinet, and we 
are now acquainted that the Commiffaries aflembled at 
Paris, for adjufting the Limits of the Poffefions belonging 
to the Crowns of Great Britain and France, have come 
to fome Sort of an Agreement. The Britifh Miniftry 
has alfo acknowledged the Right of France to the Ifland 
of St. Martin’s, one of the Jetler Antilles, lying Eaft of 
Porto Rico, which is about 75 Miles in Circumference, 
and was firft planted by the French in 1645 ; a 
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Part of the Ifland has been fince inhabited by the 
Englith ; and Mr. Hodge, the Deputy Governor of 
Anguilla, difpoffefled the French entirely from the 
Ifland in the Year 1744; but now the whole Ifland is 
to be reftored to the French, with a proper Indemnifi- 
cation for their Lofles. However, this has too much 
the Air of an Old Woman’s Story to gain any Credit 
with me; for how can it be expected that our Miniftr 
will order the Britifh Subjects to evacuate St. Martin’s, 
before the French have come to a Determination con- 
cerning the Property of the neutral Iflands ? 

The Gin Aét is not yet paffed, though it is to be 
hoped that fome falutary Method will be fpeedily put 
into Execution to abolifh the Ufe of this pernicious 
Liquor; and then we may expect to fee the Revival of 
Health among the inferior Clafs of the Community, 
many of whom it is to be hoped will live long enough 
to be honour’d with the Appellation of Old Women. 
The Naturalization Bill was put off to this Day, when 
the Debates on that Affair will be refumed, and I can 
venture to prognofticate how it will be determined : 
As for the Alteration of the New Stile, 1 hope the 
good Earl of Macclesfield will fucceed in a Scheme fo 
vifibly calculated for the Ufe of Pofterity ; efpecially as 
the Emperor has ordered a Conformity to the Gregorian 
Calendar to be obferved in his Ducal Dominions of Tuf- 
cany, where the Julian Atra has been hitherto followed. 

1 am glad to hear that a Propofition is made to the 
Legiflature for purchafing the Sovereignty of the Ifle of 
Man, and annexing it to the Government; which will 
be estremely prejudicial to the clandeftine Trade carried 
on with the Commodities of France; the Smugglers find- 
ing frequent Opportunities of running their Goods from 
this [fland on the adjacent Coafts of Ireland, Scotland, 
England, and Wales. 

Among the Ads of Parliament lately paffed, there is 
one ‘“ For the better regulating of Trials by Juries,” 
And. I wifh I could fee an Amendment in it; “ for 
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* providing many of thefe fagacious Judges of Life and 
«© Property with a fufficient Share of Common Senfe ”’ 
For it is not long ago that I attended a Trial at a certain 
Court, on an infamous Affair between a certain Beetle- 
browed, fquinting Sort of aGrocer, and his Apprentice, 
who the Mafter had charged with Felony for taking 
Five Shillings out of his Till, though he had at that 
Time fome Pounds belonging to the Apprentice in his 
Poffeffion ; when the Foreman of the Jury imagin’d the 
Fa&t amounted to a Felony, tho’ it was a€lually no more 
than a Breach of Truft, for which there can be no cor- 
‘poral Punifhmeat. If an Old Woman may venture to 
give her Opinion, I think this requires the Legiflative 
Attention, as much as any Thing in Mr. Fielding’s En- 
quiry, or in Mr. Secgly’s Obfervations on that Enquiry 3 
tor how precarious is Life and Fortune when entrufted 
to a weak and infenfible Juror? 


I had juft fent all my Copy to the Printer’s, and 
thought of inferting no more in this Number, when [ 
aceidentally called in at Mr. Worlidge’s, the ingenious 
Painter over the Little-Piazza, in Cowent-Garden, to 
gratify my Curiofity in feeing his valuable Collection of 
Pictures, many of which, becaufe they ae the Offspring 
of his own elegant Pencil, have been held in a con- 
temptible Light in his own Apartments; but when r@- 
moved to an Auétion-Room, have been abfolutely taken 
for the Productions of a Rembrandt, a Corregio, anda 
Vandyke ; fuch is the pernicious Force of Prejudice to a 
modern Artilt, of Envy to a rival Genius, and of Par- 
tiality to a Man not yet mounted on the Wings of Fame. 
As I have the Honour to be an intimate Acquaintance 
with Mr. Worlidge, I have frequently taken an Oppor- 
tunity of defiring him to expofe fome of his beautifulPer- 
formances in fome Place where they may be more pub- 
lickly feen than at his own Apartments; though thefe Re. 
monftrances have been hitherto ineffeCtual,and all fuch En- 


gyeaties difconcerted by a commendable, but an uneafon-

‘The Quantity of Ground thus removed 
was about twenty-lix Acres, which opening itfelf 
with Rocks and all, bore the Earth before it 
for four hundred Yards fpace, without any ftay, 
leaving Pafturage in the Place of the Tillage, and 
the Tillage overipread with Paiturage: Laftly, 
overwhelming its lower Parts, it mounted to a Hill 
of twelve fathoms high, and there refted after three 
Days travel.

The Mob demanded thefe unhappy Wretches at 
the Workhoufe, but on being acquainted they 
were not there, they pulled down the Pales and 
Walls, broke all the Windows, and demolifhed 
a Part of the Houfe: After fearching the Chim- 
nies and Cielings without Effect, they feized the 
Governor, hawled him down to the Stream, and 
declared they would drown him, and fire the 
whole Town, unlefs they delivered thefe poor 
Creatures into their Hands. The Mob ran up 
and down with Straw in their Hands, and were 
going to put their Threats into Execution, had 
they not been delivered up.

Pray, (for God’s Sake) if you have any Senfe at 
all, if you are not meer Idiots and Lunaticks, let 
me tell you a Story. 


There was in the Weft of England, where I 
lived feveral Years, a poor induftrious Woman, 
who labour’d under the fame evil Report that the 
above poor Wretches were ftigmatized with. E- 
very Hog that died with the Murrain, every Cow 
that flipt her Calf, fhe was accountable for. If a 
Horfe had the Staggers, fhe was fuppofed to be in 
his Head ; and whenever the Wind blew a little 
harder than ordinary, Goody Gilbert was playing her 
Tricks, and riding upon a Broomftick in the Air. 
Thefe, and a thoufand other Phantafies, too ridi- 
culous to recite, poffefs’d the Pates of the com- 
mon People. Horfe-fhoes were nail’d with the 
Hecls upwards, and many Tricks were made ufe 
of to intrap and mortify the poor Creature; and 
fuch was their Rage againft her, that they petition’d 
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Mr. Williams, the Parfon of the Parifh, not to let 
her come to Church, and, at laft, even infifted 
upon it; but this he over-ruled, and allow’d the 
poor old Woman a Noke in one of the Ifles to her- 
felf, where fhe muttered over her Prayers in the 
beft Manner fhe could. The Parifh, thus difcon- 
certed and enraged, withdrew the fmall Pittance 
they allow’d for her Support, and would have re- 
duc’d her to the Neceffity of ftarving, had not fhe 
been ftill affifted by the benevolent Mr. /Villiams, 
who often fent her Bread and Meat, frequently 
procured her Spinning-Work from the next Mar- 
ket-Town, and fo provoked was he at their Be- 
haviour to her, that he once apply’d to a neigh-

As fhe was fick, I expected 
to have found her in Bed, and we open’d the Door 
foftly not to difturb her; but when we came into 
her little Hovel, poor ‘fane was fpinning by a 
{mall Peat Fire, which I could have cover’d with 
my Hand. As the poor old Creature was deaf, 
fhe did not hear us open the Door, and J had an 
Opportunity of taking a full Survey of her before 
fhe perceived us. A Picture of fuch Wretchednets 


I never faw before or fince. Her Body was half 
naked, 
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naked, infomuch that her wither’d Shoulders and 
Part of her Breaft appear’d thro’ her tatter’d Gown. 
Her Head was bound round with an old blue Stock- 
ing, that expofed her bald Crown and her Ears to 
view. Her Hofe were compofed of two Haybands, 
tyed round her Legs with a Packthread-ftring. She 
fat in an old wooden Elbow-chair, and, by Fits, 
dozed, and then again turn’d her Wheel; to the 
Motion of which her Under Jaw kept exaét Time. 
When Mr. Williams call’d to her, fhe rais’d her- 
felf up, and, by the Support of the Chair made us 
a Curtfey. ‘The Manner of our coming in had a 
little confus’d her, but fhe foon recover’d herfelf, 
and, by our Defire, fat down. Mr. Williams 
then enquired into the State of her Diforder, and 
fhe told him, that fhe believ’d her [Inefs was oc- 
cafion’d by her eating that Food; (pointing to an 
earthen Pan that ftood before us, in which were 
mixed a little Barley Meal, Salt, and Water) and 
added, that fhe had not had any Bread or Meat 
for feven Days. At this he was furpris’d, and 
afk’d what became of the Victuals he fent her the 
Beginning of that Week? She thank’d him for it, 
and reply’d, that two Fellows in the Neighbour- 
hood, whofe Names fhe mention’d, had taken it 
from her; and that one of them had firuck her 
feveral Blows. Mr. Williams feemed angry that 
fhe did not inform him of it ; but fhe de- 
fired he would not be difpleafed, and faid, fhe 
was loth to be too troublefome. Mrs. //1/hiams 
(who is a mighty good Woman) was greatly af- 
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fected with this Circumftance, and fhed Tears, 
which were indeed accompany’d with my own: 
She then warm’d a little Sack-whey, fhe had 
brought in her Pocket, and gave it the poor 
Creature to drink. This Fane fwallow’d eagerly, 
and was fo chearful after it, that fhe talked to us 
above two Hours, entertained us with her whole 
Story, and the Hiftory of her Time, which was 
frequently interrupted with the warmeft Expreffions 
of Gratitude to Mr. and Mrs. Williams. When I 
exprefs'd my Surprife at her Memory and good 
senfe, fhe told me that fhe was once a young Gen- 
tlewoman’s Waiting-maid, with whom fhe had a 
good Education, and could, even now, read and 
write very well, but that the Neighbours would 
not fuffer her to have a Pen and Ink, and had fto- 
Jen her Bible and her Spe€tacles. Juft as we were 
coming away, I put two Half-Crowns into her 
Hand, which fhe return’d me again, and begg’d I 
would oblige her with fome Halfpence in their 
Stead ; for the People, fays fhe, in the Neighbour- 
hood are poffefs’d with a Notion that I can turn 
Lead into Silver and Gold, but that by and by it 
will become Lead again, and therefore none of the 
Shops will change my Money. When we parted 
with the old Woman, fhe cryed, and whifpered to 
Mr. Williams to come again and give her the 
Sacrament, for that fhe did not think fhe 
fhould live long. — I could recite many 
other Circumftances in Fane, or (as they by 
way of Reproach called her) “oan on 
C- 
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Behaviour, which I think prov’d that fhe was not 
a Witch, but a pious and good Chriftian; unlefs 
you fuppofe Witchcraft to confift in true Wifdom, 
Morality and Religion, and that wou’d be too ab- 
furd even for you yourfelves to fuppofe. But I now 
haften to the Sequel of my Story, in which you 
will find that the true Source from whence Witch- 
craft is reputed to fpring, is Poverty, Age, and 
Ignorance ; and that it is impoffible fora Woman 
to pafs for a Witch, unlefs fhe is very Poor, Aged, 
and lives in a Neighbourhood where the People are 
void of common Senfe. 

Sometime after we had this Interview with Fane 
Gilbert, a Brother of hers died in Loxdon, who, 
tho’ like a truly adopted Son of Care, would not past 
with a Farthing while he lived, at his Death was 
obliged to leave her Five-thoufand Pounds; Mo- 
ney that he could not carry in the Coffin with him, 
This alter’d the Face of ‘fane’s Affairs pro- 
digioufly: She was no longer ‘Fane, alias ‘foan Gil- 
bert the ugly old Witch, but AZadam Gilbert ; Ker 
old ragged Garb was exchanged for one that was 
New and Genteel: Her greateft Enemies made their 
Court to her, even the Juftice himfelf came to with 
her Joy; and tho’ feveral Hogs and Horfes died, 
and the Wind frequently blew after that, yet Ada- 
dam Gilbert was never fuppos’d to have a Hand in 
it: And from hence it is plain, as I obferved be- 
fore, that a Woman muft be very Poor, very Old, 
and live in a Neighbourhood where the People are 

very 
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very fiupid, before fhe can pofibly pafs for a 
Witch.

P. §. >Twasa Saying of Mr. Williams, who 
wou'd fometimes be jocofe, and had the Art of 
making even Satire agreeable ; that if ever Fane de- 
ferved the Charater of a Witch, ’twas after this 
Money was left her; for that with her five thou- 
fand Pounds, fhe did more Acts of Charity and 
friendly Offices, than all the People of Fortune 
within fifty Miles of the Place. Many Thoufands 
of my Readers know this to be true, but as fome 
may be ignorant of it, I muft inform them, that 
fhe gave Bibles and Common-Prayer Books to all 
the People in the Neighbourhood, and fhe paid 
for the Schooling of Forty Boys and Girls. She 
boil’d a large Copper twice a Week, and made 
Broth and Dumplings for all her Neighbours who 
were old or fick: She lent 500/. in fmail Sums to 
poor Tradefmen and Farmers, without Intereft, 
for ever, and appointed Truftecs to take the beft 
Security they cou’d, fo that the Principal might 
not be loft, and to remove the Sums, occafionally, 
from one Family to another, when the one cou’d 
{pare it, and the other wanted Avttance. She fet- 
tled Twenty-five Pounds per Annum for a fkillful 
Apothecary or Surgeon to attend poor People who 
were Sick ; and T'wenty-five Pounds per Annum 
on the Minifter of the Parith, to vifit and pray by 

them, 
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them, and teach the Children their Catechifm ; 
and to each Child that came to Church to learn the 
Catechifm, fhe order’d a Plumb-Cake every Sun- 
day. Among her Donations, fhe did not forget 
her Friends Mr. and Mrs. Williams, but gave 
their Son and Daughter Five-hundred Pounds 
a-piece in her Life-time. As to her own Part, fhe 
allow’d herfelf but Eighteen Pounds a Year to live 
on, and that ather Death fhe bequeathed to an old 
Woman who attended her. And this is a Woman 
they were about to deftroy for Witchcraft and 
Sorcery! But the People are now afhamed of their 


Behaviour, and therefore I have concealed the 
Name of the Place,

GENTLEMEN, 

F TER the Trouble which I have had fo large 
a Share in giving you, by my Application 
for your Favour to fucceed Sir Joun BoswortTH 
in the Office of Chamberlain, this Day fo worthily 
fupplied, I fhould deem myfelf inexcufable in quit- 
ting this Place, before I rendered my Thanks to 
thofe in particular, who fo generoufly have efpoufed 
my Intereft ; to your new-eleCted Chamberlain him- 
felf, and Miss mbers of his Friends, whofe Expref- 
fions and Actions have done me peculiar Honour, 
amidft the Warmth of their Attachment to him; 
to the two deferving Magiftrates, who have pre- 
fided among us with Impartiality » Humanity, and 
Juftice ; and | laftiy, to all in general, for their Can- 

dour, Decency, and Indulgence. 


Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen, 

Heretofore I have frequently had Occafion of ad- 
drefling the Livery of London in Public, but at 
this Time I find myfelf at an unufual Lofs, being 
under all the Difficulties whicha Want of Matter, 
deferving your Notice, can create. Had I now 
your Rights and Privileges to vindicate ; had I the 
Caufe of your fuffering Trade to defend; or were 
T now cailed forth to recommend and enforce the 
Parliamentary Service of the moft virtuous and 
Uluftrious Citizen, my Tongue would be free from 
Conftraint, and expatiating at large, would en- 
deavour to merit your Attention, which now muft 
be folely confined to fo narrow a Subject as myfelf. 
On thofe Occafions, the Importance of the Matter, 
and my known Zeal to ferve you, however inef- 
fectual my Attempts might prove, were always 
fufficient to fecure me the Honour of a kind Re- 
ception and unmerited Regard. Your Counte- 
tenance, Gentlemen, firit drew me from the Re- 
tirement of a ftudious Life ; your repeated Marks 
of DiftinGiion firft pointed me out to that great 
Body, the. Merchants of London, who, purfuing 
your Example, condefcended to intruft me, une- 
qual and unworthy as I was, with the moft impor- 
tant Caufe ; a Caufe, where your Intereft was as 
nearly concerned as theirs. In Confequence of that 
Deference which has ever been paid to the Senti- 
ments and Choice of the Citizens and Traders of 
London, it was impofible but fome faint Luftre 
muft have glanced on one, whom, weak as he was, 
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they were pleafed to appoint the Inftrument on their 
Behalf: And if from thefe Tranfa@tions I acciden- 
tally acquired the fmalleft Share of Reputation, it 
was to you Gentlemen of the Livery, that my 
Gratitude afcribes it; and I joyfully embrace this 
Public Opportunity of declaring, that whatever 
Part of a Public Character I may prefume to claim, 
I owe primarily to you. To this I might add the 
Favour, the I’wenty Years Countenance and Pa- 
tronage of one, whom a fupreme Degree of Re- 
fpect fhall prevent me from naming; and though 
under the Temptation of ufing that Name, as a 
certain Means of obviating fome MifconftruCtions, 
I fhall however avoid to dwell on the Memory of 
a Lofs fo recent, fo juftly and fo univerfally la- 
mented. 

Permit me now to remind you, that when pla- 
ced by thefe Means in a Light not altogether unfa- 
vourable, no lucrative Reward was then the Ob- 
jeCt of my Purfuits nor ever did the Promifes or 
Offers of private Emolument induce me to quit my 
Independence, or vary from the leaft of my for- 
mer Profefions, which always were, and remain 
{till founded on the Principles of univerfal Liberty ; 
Principles which I aflume the Glory to have efta- 
blifhed on your Records. Your Senfe, Liverymen 
of London, the Senfe of your great Corporation, 
fo repeatedly recommended to your Reprefentatives 
in Parliament, were my Senfe, and the principal 
Boaft of all my Compofitions, containing Matter 
smbibed in my earlieft Education, to which I have 
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always adhered, by which I ftill abide, and which 
I will endeavour to bear down with me to the 
Grave ; and even at that gloomy Period, when de- 
ferted by my good Fortune, and under the fevereft 
Trials, even then, by the fame Confiftency of Opi- 
nions and Uniformity of Condé, I ftill preferved 
that Part of Reputation, which [originally derived 
from your Favour, whatever I might pretend to 
call a Public Character, unfhaken and unblemithed ;

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Some Reflections on the State of the Stage. 
MONG the Multiplicity of theatrical Per- 


formances, we have a Scarcity of thofe ratio- 

nal Produ€tions, that either animate the Heart, 
warm the Soul, place Virtue in her Orb, or give 
Vice her Dungeon. I have been thinking what 
this ought principally to be attributed to; and am 
of Opinion, it is more to the prevailing Taftes of 
the different Ages, than to a Sterility of Invention 
in our Writers, or the natural Depravity of our 
Cotemporary Auditors: However, I am extremely 
enraged to fee a Play, intrinfically good, aflaffi- 
nated, and barbaroufly murdered, by an injudi- 
cious Performer, which has been too frequently the 
Cafe. The Audience never fails to be offended at 
fuch a Difappointment; they at firft vent their 
Diffatisfaction on the Player, and afterwards load 
the Condu& of the Managers with innumerable 
InveGives: Though this Refentment is mifapplied 
both to the one and the other. What cana Mana- 
ger do, if a tyrannical Sultan of a Player will fhew 
his arbitrary Difpofition; if the ambitious Hero 
{truts with Infolence behind the Scenes, and abfo- 
lutely refufes to play that Character which is adapted 
t» his Abilities? How is a Manager to blame, if 
fuch a Performer fhou’d violently difdain the Lega- 
lity of his folemn Engagements, and refufe one 
Night to play becaufe he has an Appointment with 
a fa- 
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a favourite AGtrefs, and a fucceeding Night becaufe 
his Head has been difordered with the Intemperance 
of his Bacchanalian Companions? Perhaps there 
is fuch a Perfon: Nay, perhaps there are fome Wo- 
men who have equally difappointed the Town; 
becaufe, forfooth, the Pride of one Lady, is put in 
Oppofition againft the Vanity of another. 

The Stage is a little Republic, whofe Conftitu- 
tion is very myfterious: It has not yet been con- 
fidently afferted, whether it is a democratical, or 
an oligarchical Government: Sometimes indeed 
it has a Refemblance of the Venetian Legiflature, 
where the judicial Authority concentres in the 
Nobility; and at others it feems like the Gence/e, 
where the Populace are predominant: One while 
it has an Appearance of the Swedi/h Conftitution, 
where the Monarch is invefted with all the Appa- 


ratus of Royalty, without the Power; At another 


time it approaches to a Similitude of the political 
Syftem of our own Nation, where the Sovereign 
and the Subjeét act with a concurrent Zeal for the 
Promotion of their mutual Felicity, and the Pre- 
fervation of national Liberty : It has once or twice 
been like the Prerogative of the French Monarch; 
but it has never yet been fimilar to the arbitrary 
Power of Ruffia, or any of the oriental Empires : 
Though for fometime paft it has been extremely 
correfpondent to the Poli/b Conftitution, where 
the proud Subje& not only afpires to outvie the 
Magnificence of his Prince, but endeavours to 
ebftruct the general Welfare of the Community,

to gratify his own ambitious and unruly Pafions : 
And it has alfo been fomewhat fynonimous to the 
Dutch Commonwealth, where every Deputy er- 
ceavours to accomplifh his own Bufinefs, and then 

deferts the Intereft of the Public. | 
Hence the Managers of our ‘Vheatres are obliged 
to deface a beautiful Character, by a Mifapplica- 
tion of the Performers ; and the Performer is ob- 
liged to expofe his own Inability ina Part for which 
he was never adapted, though he might have at- 
tracted Applaufe in thofe Characters which were 
peculiarly his own. We are not redundantly 
ftocked in what is generally called the ufeful Player, 
thatis the univerfal one: Mr. Rich has been long 
happy in fuch a Perfon, by the Attachment of Mr. 
Ryan to the New Houfe; and the Managers of the 
Old Houfe are now equally happy in Mr. Berry, 
who is meritorious of Praife in every thing he un- 
dertakes ; but I am particularly delighted with this 
Performer in every Scene, where he has an Oppor- 
tunity of exerting the Force of aged Grief, or the 
Sentiments of a grateful Friend: I was indeed afto- 
nifh’d at his late Performance in the Character of 
Horatioin the Fair Penitent, where his noble De- 
portment in the Scene between him and Lotharia, 
fo fenfibly ftruck the Audience, that every judicious 
Spectator was now confcious that a Gem may 
be long undiftinguifhed, and an excellent Player be 
long prevented from obtaining that Applaufe, which 
the pleafed Heart fhou’d fondly beftow on the Pro- 
moter of its Felicity. I have obferved, that this 
Performer 
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Performer is equally remarkable for a Readinefs to 
ferve his Fellow Players, in acting any Character 
for their Benefit, and this isa Point of Integrity as 
feldom to be found on the Stage, as Honefty is on 
the Change of Am/terdam : Though I muft obferve 
in Juftice to the Character of Mr. Garrick, that 
his moft inveterate Enemies cannot help confeffing, 
that his Alacrity and Diligence in promoting and 
attending to the Intereft of his Performers, has been 
fingularly great, and uncommonly generous: This 
Gentleman has conftantly performed in almoft every 
Play fince the Commencement of the Benefits; 
out of 170 Plays, fince the beginning of the Seafon, 
he has acted more than Ninety Nights, and 
where he did not perform in any Benefit, it was 
by the Choice of that Perfon who was intitled to 
it. Indeed this Manager has fo laborioufly en- 
deavoured to promote the Intereft of every Indivi- 
dua! belonging to his Houfe, that I believe he has 
been extremely concerned to perceive thofe Jealou- 
fies andAnimofities fo natural among the many Com- 
petitors for theatrical Fame, and the envious Behol- 
cers of acrouded Benefit: For I heard him,as I was 
the otherNight behind the Scenes, publickly declareto 
_twoorthreegrumbling Performers, whohad been dif- 
appointed of full Houfes at their Benefits, that he was 
ready to oblige them all as far as his Ability extend - 
ed, without any Partiality ; for, while they were 
endeavouring to diftrefs one another, by their un- 
feafonable Negligence or Refentment, he was de- 
F 3 termined 
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termined to affift them all, without any Diftintion, 
from his beft to the moft inferior Performer: at 
the fame time kindly recommending it to them all, 
awhile to forget the Pleafures of the Country, and 
confult the Intereft of thofe whofe Benefits were ap» 
proaching. 

I muft acknowledge myfelf to be fo great an 
Admirer of Mr. Garrick’s Dramatic Excellencies, 
that Lam much chagrined if I cannot be prefent 
whenever he performs; and when I am fo hap- 
py to fec him in any of his principal Characters, 
my old Blocd flows with a vivifying Swiftnefs thro’ 
my icy Veins, | am reanimated with all the Spirit 
of Youth, and am fure to clap him moft heartily 
on evcry beautiful Excurfion with which he capti- 
vates the Soul: ray, I have been fo extraordinary 
fervent fometimes upon thefe Occafions, that I have 
attracted the Obfervation of a confiderable Part of 
the Audience, and at one time even of Mr. Garrick 
himfelf; upon which Account feveral of my Ac- 
quaintance have entertained different Opinions of 
me, and my known Impartiality has not efta- 
ped uncenfured; for Lady Boxlove, of Red-Licn 
Squares has confidently affirmed to the rich Apo- 
thecary’s Wife, that I muft pofitively have fome 
particular Regard for Mr. Garrick more extraordi- 
nary than what was to bedifcerned from his Perform- 
ances on the Stage: which Regard my good Shrap- 
fire Friend, an elderly Lady, who lives in Pantene 
Sguare, violently infifts is the Affection or Love of 
an old doating Woman for a fprightly handfome 
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young Gentleman ; and if I was to be in Love with 
him, fhe does not fo much wonder at it, becaufe 
fhe fays fhe once fell in Love with a Man only for 
the Delicacy of his Voice: but Mrs. Vainbrow, 
the young Widow of Conduit-Street, will have it, 
that it is impoffible a Woman of my Years and 
Difcretion fhou’d have a Heart fufceptible of the 
Power of Man; and, with the greateft Affurance, 
reports, that Mr. Garrick was really brought into 
the World under my Care ; which occafions me fo 
{trenuoufly to vindicate whatever he does in Pre- 
ference to Mr. Barry, who fhe fays is a fine tall 
proper Man, and has a {weet Voice, only fuch old 
Women as I am are too obftinate to praife any 
Thing that other People are fond of commending. 
I cannot really fay I ever took a very particular 
Notice of Mr. Barry, and therefore won’t deny 
that he may be a handfome Man: but the laft 
Time I faw Mr. Garrick in the Chara@er of Le- 
tharia, I could not help recolle&ting what the Au- 
thor of the Rofciad fays of him, with which, as I 
think it is no {trained Compliment, I fhall conclude 
thefe Obfervations :

N the Reign of Fenghiz Can, Conqueror of the

Almamoulin, who loved his Father, was touched 
a while with honeft Sorrow, and fat two Hours in 
profound Meditation, without perufing the Paper 
which he held in his Hand. He then retired to his 
own Chamber, as overborn with Affliction, and 
there read the Inventory of his new Poffeffions, 
which fwelled his Heart with fuch Tranfports, that 
he no longer lamented his Father’s Death.

Thefe Amufements pleafed him for a ‘Time, but 
Languor and Wearinefs foon invaded him. His 
Bowers loft their Fragrance, and the Waters mur- 
mered without Notice. He purchafed large Tracts 
of Land in diftant Provinces, adorned them with 
Houfes of Pleafure, and diverfified them with Ac- 
commodations for different Seafons. Change of 
Place at firft relieved his Satiety, but all the No- 
velties of Situation were foon exhaufted ; he found 
his Heart vacant, and his Defires, for want of ex- 
ternal Objects, ravaging himfelf. 

He therefore returned to Samarcand, and fet 
open his Doors to all thofe whom Idlenefs fends out 
in Search of Pleafure. His Tables were always co- 
vered with Delicacies; Wines of every Vintage

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Such were the Thoughts of Almamoulin, as he 
looked down from a Gallery upon the gay Affem- 
bly regaling at his Expence; but in the Midft of 
this Soliloquy, an Officer of Juftice entered the 
Houfe, and in the Form of legal Citation, fum- 
moned Almamoulin to appear before the Emperor. 
The Guefts ftood a while aghaft, then ftole im- 
perceptibly away, and he was led off without a 
Friend to witnefs his Integrity. He now found 
one of his moft frequent Vifitants accufing him of 
Treafon in Hopes of fharing his Confifeation ; yet, 
unpatronifed and unfupported, he cleared himfelf 
by the Opennefs of Innocence and the Confiftence 
of Truth ; he was difmiffed with Honour, and his 
Accufer perifhed in Prifon.

That 
they cannot befiow fortitude or Magnanimity, 
that Man may be certain, who ftood trembling 
at Affracan before a Being not naturally fuperior 
to himfelf. That they will not fupply unex- 
haufted Pleafure, the Recollection of forfaken 
Palaces and neglected Gardens will eafily inform 
thee. “That they cannot purchafe Friends, thou 
didft foon difcover when thou wert left to ftand 
thy Trial uncountenanced and alone. Yet think 
not Riches ufelefs ; there are Purpofes to which 
a wife Man may be delighted to apply them ; 
they may, by a rational Diftribution, eafe the 
Pains of helplefs Difeafe, fill the Throbs of 
reftlefs Anxiety, relieve Innocence from Op- 
preffion, and raife Lmpotence to Cheerfulnefs and 
Vigour.

The MipwiFe’s Potiticks: Or, Goffip’s Chro- 
nicle of the Affairs of Europe. 


PORTUGAL and SPAIN, 


HE Dominions of his moft faithful Majefty af- 

ford no material Intelligence ; though this young 
Monarch is endeavouring to encourage the maritime In- 
tereft of his Country, to abolifh the Rigour of thofe in- 
human Directors of the Inquifition, and to. promote the 
general Felicity of his Subjects. His moft Catholic Ma- 
jefty is vigilantly attempting to re-eftablifh his Marine, 
which was almoft totally rained during the Jate War: 
He alfo applies himfelf diligently to whatever may con- 
tribute to the Happinefs of his Subjects, and the Prof- 
perity of his Kingdom ; to accomplith which, fuch pru- 
dent Meafures are taken, as already indicate their Utility, 
by the Progrefs which has been fo quickly made in the 
Manufactures and Cultivation of Land in the Kingdom : 
— Whatever the Spaniards are, I cannot help afking, if 
fome People are not highly culpable in fuffering Englith 
Workmen to quit their own Country, and carry their 
Improvements in Manufactures among the Natives of 
Spain. Mr. Keen has prefented a Memorial concerning 
the Navigation of the Erglifh in the Welt-Indies, fo as 
to prevent, by means of fome fixed Regulation, the irre- 
gularities which they fill complain of, efpecially in re. 
gard to the Right they pretend to have of trading to the 
Bay of Honduras: The Spantfh Council has been em- 
ployed for fome Days in examining this Memorial ; but 
I will venture to pronounce, that the Spaniards will ne- 
ver acknowlecge this Right, and will ftill procraftinate 
every Meafure which Don Benjamin can undertake to 
remove their Inflexibility. A Rumour is fpread, that 
the Spaniards have invefted Gibraltar ; but if they have; 
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I fhall call them a Parcel of Old Women, for they ought 
to resnember the Deftruction of their Quixotic Army 
when they befieged this formidable Fortrefs in the Year 
1727; and they may be affured that this Place will be 
impregnable to the Spaniards, till fuch time as they can 
get an Admiral and a Fleet, with the Pravery of Sir 
George Rook, and the Refolution of Britifh Sailors, in 
which they may be the more readily convinced by re- 
flefting on what happened to them in the Year 17045 
when Admiral Leake defeated the united Squadrons of 
France and Spain, and raifed the Siege of Gibraltar, af- 
ter they had befieged it by Sea and Land for upwards of 
five Months. 
ITALy. 

His Sicilian Majefty has fettled a Fund of 800,000 
Crowns to carry a Scheme into Execution for eftablifh- 
ing an Affurance Office,upon the fame Plan with thofe that 
have been erected long fince in other European Countries 
relative toCommerce. it 1s alfo currently reported, that 
a maritime Academy will fhortly be eftablifhed, for the 
more expeditious Inftruction of the Neapolitan Sailors in 
the Art of Navigation. Such a Condu& as this, isa 
corroborating Inftance; that though Sir Robert Wal- 
pole was old Woman enough to eftablifh Don Carlos in 
his regal Dominions, the Monarch is not Child enough 
to value the royal Gewgaw of the Sicilian Crown, and 
takes the mott prudential Steps for making it Hereditary 
in the Eourbon Family ; the Promotion of which in fo 
extraordinary a Manner, on the Ruins of the Houfe of 
Aufiria, we are now convinced, was entirely owing to 
the Councils of fome blundering old Woman on this Side 
the Water. 

The Corfairs of Barbary continue to moleft the Trade 
upon the Coait of the Ecclefiakic State more than ever, 
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upon which Orders have been fent to Civita Vecchia, 
to fit out the Pope’s Galleys as foon as poflible. Thefe 
Rovers daily commit great Depredations in the Medi- 
terranean, and are become fo formidable, that in the be- 
ginning of laft Month, there failed from Algiers 28 armed 
Veffels, to cruize againft the Chriftian Powers, who 
took their Rout towards Sicily and the Adriatic Sea. The 
Tunifians and Tripolines have feveral Veffels at Sea, 
who render Navigation perillous, and greatly prejudice 
Commerce: But as the Court of Naples, the Religion 
of Malta, and the Genoefe, are preparing to go in Pur- 
fuit of thefe Pirates, it is expected they will be able to 
give them a Check, efpecially as it is reported that the 
Court of Spain has ordered feveral Men of War and 
Xebecks from Alicant and other Ports, to fail in queft of 
thefe free-booting Barbarians, 

The Republic of Venice has fettled the Differences 
with the Court of Vienna, concerning the Patriarchhhip of 
Aquileia, and has alfo concluded a Convention with the 
fame Court for five Years; by Virtue of which they are 
reciprocally to deliver up all Deferters, Malefa€tors, Bank- 
rupts, &c. Atthe fame time they have 2greed, that 
the Conferences began between their refpeflive Commif- 
faries for fettling the Limits of the Tyroleze, and the 
Confines of the Republic, fhall be continued at Rove. 
redo, till the Bufinefs be finally concluded: They like- 
wife talk of a Defenfive Alliance between the Imperial 
Court and the Venetians, againft the Turks, who are 
affembled in Dalmatia.—So excellent a Determiner of 
Differences is Danger !

rather to cultivate the general Peace ; from whence it js 
highly probable their Syftem is broken in the North; 
and that they are now at a ftand where elfe to blow up 
the Coals of Diffention: However, they are extremely 
vigilant in augmenting their naval Force, which isa 
Matter that deferves the Attention of Mother Britannica; 
for the French have lately launched a Ship of 80 Guns at 
Toulon, and there are now upon the Stocks two of 74. 
Guns, two of 64, a Frigate of 36 Guns, an feve. 
ral Xebecks. M. Orry de Tulvy, Counfellor of State, 
and Superintendant of the Finances, died lately, in the 
48th Year of his Age ; and Cardinal Tencin has obtain’d 
Permiffion to retire to his Diocefe, with this Mark of 
royal Eiteem, that he may come and attend the Council 
of State whenever he pleafes. It is now reported that 
the Forces of the Great Mogul, who had invefted Pon- 
dicherry, have been obliged to abandon the Siege. 


NETHERLANDS, 


Inteftine Commotions feem flill to threaten the Dutch 
Republic, where the Death of the Countefs of Portland 
very much embarraffles the Party which is in the true In- 
tereft of the Country : So that Meffieurs Pagel, Catwyck, 
and Larrey, who are the principal Perfons attached to the 
Prince Stadholder, it’s apprehended will not be in a Cone 
dition of refifting the Torrent of his Serene Highnefs’s 
Enemies, who are inceflantly traverfing his Projets, 
though they are apparently calculated for the good of 
the Republic. The natural Conicquence of thefe civil 
Difcords among the States, is the gradual Decay of their 
Importance with the neighbouring Powers, which be- 
comes more and more vifible every Day: Even the 
Court of France will hear no talk of renewing the Treaty. 
of Commerce concluded in 1739, which it has entirely 

changed, 
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changed, confiftent with its own particular intereft, with- 
out fav ong the the Dutch in the leaft; who, like good- 
natured eafy old Women, were contented to hear his 
moft Chriftian Majefty declare them his good Friends, 
while he was bombarding their barrier Towns about their 
Ears. Baron d’Imhoff, who fo cruelly maffacred the 
Chinefe in Batavia, died there on the 1ft of November 
laft, and is fucceeded by M. Mofell, firft Counfellor and 
Direétor-General, in the Government of all the Dutch 


Settlements in the Eaft-Indies. 
GERMANY. 
The Court of Vienna has net yet been able to accom- 


plifh its grand Defign in ele&ting the young Archduke 
Jofeph to the Dignity of King of the Romans; in which 
it is principally oppofed by his Pruffian Majefty, who 
feems to be the moft vigilant and cautious of all the Prin- 
ces of Europe, as perhaps he has more to fear from his 
Neighbour than any other Prince of Germany : The 
Power he has lately acquired by the Conquett of Silefias 
and its Dependencies, has alarmed thofe who before re- 
garded him only as upon a Level with the other Eledtors ; 
and his Alliance with France, which he finds neceflary 
to preferve his Weight, adds to their Jealoufy. The - 
Elector of Cologn has at laft convinced us that he is little 
better than an old Woman, by entering into a Treaty 
with France, whereby his Ele€toral Highnefs engages to 
entertain a Body of 60co Troops for the Service of his 
moft Chriftian Majefty, who engages on his Part to pay 
that Prince a Subfidy of 270,000 German Florins, How- 
ever, the Court of Vienna feems to aim at difuniting the 
Bourbon Family, for the Marriages are now talked of 
between the Infant Don Lewis of Spain and the eldeft 
Archduchefs of Auftria, and the Archduke Jofeph with a 
Princefs of the Two Sicilies. 
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DENMARK. 

His Danifh Majefty has publifhed an Edi@ relating to 
the Greenland Trade, whereby he enlarges the Grant 
to the Company of Commerce trading to the Colonies 
of Greenland ; ordering that the Penalty of Seizure and 
Confifcation fhall take Place with Refpeét to all and 
every one, whether Natives or Foreigners, who fhall at- 
tempt to trade there: declaring that the Limits fhall extend 
15 Miles on both Sides of each Colony, including all the 
Places lying between the Weftern Ifles, an.| Blackbird’s Bay. 

SWEDEN. 

At length, by the Death of the old King of Sweden, 
that Crown is defcended upon the Head of Adolphus 
Frederic, Duke of Holftein, and Bifhop of Entin. ‘This 
Prince is the Founder of the fecond Royal Family, de- 
rived from the Counts of Oldenburgh ; and when his Ne- | 
phew, the Grand Duke of Ruffia, comes to fucceed her 
prefent Czarian Majefty, the Three Northern Crowns 
will be all vefted in Princes of the fame Houfe, which 
will then be no lefs formidable in the North, than the 
Houfe of Bourbon is in the South of Europe. The Ac- 
ceflion of this Monarch to the Swedifh Throne, promifes 
to produce no Alteration in the Syftem of Government, 
which was the Point fo much contended for by Ruffia ; 
his Majefty, by his Coronation Oath, having folemnly 
engaged to obferve the prefent Form of Government, 
which has given the Swedes fuch an additional Scene of 
Liberty fince the Death of Charles XII. The King has 
wrote a Letter to the Czarina, giving her the ftrongeft 
Affurances of his fincere Defire to maintain a perfect 
Friendfhip with her Imperial Majefty. 

Russia. 

The Court of Peterfburg feems entirely fatished with 

the Declarations of his Swedifh Majefty, wherein he 
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promifes that his firft Care fhall be to confirm, as King, 
the Engagements he contracted as Prince Succeffor. 
There are above 100,000 Troops in the conquer’d Pro- 
vinces, to guard againft any Attempts from the Side of 
Pruffia ; nor are the Ruffians at all intimidated at the Ap- 
proach of the Turks towards the Frontiers, Every 
Thing feems to go on profperoufly under the Diretion 
of the Czarina, who is herfelf a very fenfible Lady, and 
I dare fay has many worthy old Women in her Cabinet ; 
tho’ fome of the young ones belonging to her Court, have 
acted in a moft furprizing Manner, by impeaching their 
own Father, Count Douglas, of treafonable Practices ; 
but this is apprehended to be only the Effects of Love ; 
an Inftance that this fubtle Flame is more predominant in 
thefe frozen Regions of the North than filial Duty. 


DoMESTIC OCCURRENCES. 


Laft Week an Exprefs arrived from Commodore Hol- 
born, with an Account that the French had entirely eva- 
cuated the Iflands of Tobago, St. Lucia, and St. Vin- 
cent : if this be true, all the old Women in Bar- 
badoes may fing Oh be joyful, becaufe they will now 
have a Supply of Timber for Crutches, which their own 
Ifland is entirely deftitute of.

HE Seafon of the Year is now come in 

which the Theatres are fhut, the Card Ta- 
bles forfaken, the Regions of Luxury are for a 
while unpeopled, and Pleafure leads out her Vota- 
ries to Groves and Gardens, to ftill Scenes and 
erratick Gratifications. “Thofe who have pafled 
many Months in a continual Tumult of Diverfion, 
who have never opened their Eyes in the Morning 
but upon fome new Appointment, nor flept at 
Night without a Dream of Dances, Mufick and 
good Hands, er of foft Sighs, languifhing Looks, 
and humble Supplications, muft now retire to di- 
ftant Provinces where the syrens of Flattery are 
fcarcely to be heard, where Beauty fparkles with- 
out Praife or Envy, and Wit is repeated only by 
the Echo. 

As I think it one of the moft important Duties or 
focial Benevolence, to give warning of the Approach 
of Calamity when by timely Prevention it may be 
turned afide, or by preparatory Meafures be more 
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eafily endured, I cannot feel the encreafing 
Warmth, or obdferve the lengthening Days, with- 
out confidering the Condition of my fair Readers, 
who are now preparing to leave all that has fo long 
filled up their Hours, all from which they have 
been’ accuftomed to hope for Delight, and who, 
till Fafhion proclaims the Liberty of returning to 
the Seats of Mirth and Elegance, muft endure the 
rugged Squire, the fober Houfewife, the loud 
Huntfman, or the formal Parfon; the Roar of 
obftreperous Jollity, or the Dulnefs of prudential 
Inftruction, without any Retreat but to the Gloom 
of Solitude, where they will yet find greater Incon- 
veniences, and muft learn, however unwillingly, 
to endure themfelves. 

In Winter the Life of the Polite and Gay may 
be faid to roll on with a ftrong and rapid Current ; 
they float along from Pleafure to Pleafure without 
the Trouble of regulating their own Motions, and 
purfue the Courfe of the Stream in all the Felicity 
of Inattention ; content that they And themfelves 
in Progreffion, and carelefs whither they are going. 
But the Months of Summer are a Kind of fleeping 
Stagnation without Wind or Tide, where they are 

eft to force themfelves forward by their own La- 
bour, and to dire& their Paflage by their own 
Skill; and'where, if they have not fome internal 
Principle-of Ativity, they muft be ftranded upon 
Shallows, or be torpid in a perpetual Calm. 

There are, indeed, fome to whom this univerfal 
Diffolution of gay Societies affords a welcome Op- 

portunity 
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portunity of quitting without Difgrace the Poft 
which they have found themfelves unable to main- 
tain, and of feeming to retreat only at the Call of 
Nature from Affemblies where, after a fhort Tri- 
umph of uncontefted Superiority, they are over- 
powered by fome new Intruder of fofter Elegance 
or brighter Vivacity. By thefe, hopelefs of Vic- 
tory and yet afhamed to confefs a Conqueft, the 
Summer is regarded as a Releafe from the fatiguing 
Service of Celebrity, a Difmifion to more certain 
Joys and a fafer Empire. ‘hey folace themfelves 
with the Influence which they fhall obtain where 
they have no Rival to fear, and with the Luftre 
which they fhall effufe. when nothing can be feen 
of brighter Splendour. They image, while they 
are preparing for their Journey, the Admiration 
with which the Rufticks will croud about them, 
plan the Laws of anew Aflembly, or contrive to 
delude their Ignorance with a fictitious Mode. A 
thoufand pleafing ExpeCtations fwarm in the Fancy, 
and all the approaching Weeks are filled with Di- 
ftinctions, Honours, and Authority. 

But others, who have lately entered the World, 
or have yet had no Proofs of its Inconftancy and 
Defertion, are cut off by this cruel Interruption 
from the Enjoyment of their Prerogatives, and 
doomed to lofe four Months in una@tive Obfcurity. 
Many Complaints do Vexation and Terrour extort 
from thefe exiled Tyrants of the Town, againft 
the inexorable Sun, who purfues his Courfe with- 
out any Regard to Love or Beauty, and vilits 

either 
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either T’ropick at the ftated Time whether fhunned 
ér courted, deprecated or implored. 

To thofe who leave the Places of publick Re- 
fort in the full Bloom of Reputation, who with- 
draw from Admiration, Courtfhip, Submiffion, 
and Applaufe, a rural Triumph can give nothing 
equivalent, The Praife of Ignorance, and the 
Subjection of Weaknefs, are little regarded by 
thofe who have been accuftomed to more important 
Conquefts, and more valuable Panegyricks. Nor 
indeed fhould the Powers which have made Havock 
in the Theatres, or born down Rivalry in Courts, 
be degraded toa mean Attack upon the untravelled 
Heir, or ignoble Conteft with the ruddy Milkmaid. 

How then muft four long Months be worn away ? 
Four Months, in which there will be no Routs, 
no Shews, no Ridottos ; in which Vifits mult be 
regulated by the Weather, and Affemblies will 
depend upon the Moon! The Platonifts imagine 
that the future Punifhment of thofe who have in 
this Life debafed their Reafon by Subje€tion to their 
Senfes, and have preferred the grofs Gratifications 
of Lewdnefs and Luxury to the pure and fublime 
Felicity of Virtue and Contemplation, will arife 
from the Predominance and Solicitations of the 
fame Appetites, in a State which can furnifh no 
means of appeafing them. I cannot but fufpect 
that this Month, bright with Sunfhine, and fra- 
prant with Perfumes; this Month, which covers 
the Meadow with Verdure, and decks the Gardens 
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with all the Mixtures of colorifick Radiations ; this 
Month, from which the Student expects new In- 
fufions of Imagery, and the Naturalift new Scenes 
of Obfervation ; this Month will chain down Mul]- 
titudes to the Platonick Penance of Defire without 
Enjoyment, and hurry them from the higheft 
Satisfactions which they have yet learned to con- 
ceive, into a State of hopelefs Wifhes and pining 
Recollection, where the Eye of Vanity will look 
round for Admiration to no Purpofe, and the 
Hand of Avarice fhuffe Cards in a Bower with 
ineffe€tual Dexterity. 

From the Tedioufnefs of this melancholy Suf- 
penfion of Life, I would willingly preferve thofe 
who are expofed to it only by Inexperience, who 
want not Inclinations to Wifdom or Virtue, though 
they have been diffipated by Negligence, or mifled 
by Example, and who would gladly find the Way 
to rational Elappinefs, though it fhould be neceflary 
to ftruggle with Habit and abandon Fafhion. To 
thefe many Arts of fpending Time might be re. 
commended, which would neither fadden the prefent 
Hour with Wearinefs, nor the future with Re- 
pentance. — 

It would feem impofiible to a folitary Speculatift, 
that a human Being can want Employment. To 
be born in Ignorance with a Capacity of Know- 
ledge, and to be placed inthe Midft of a World 
filled with Variety, perpetually preffing upon Senfe 
and irritating Curiofity, is furely a fufficient Se- 
curity againft the Languithment of Inattention, 


Novelty 
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Novelty is indeed neceflary to preferve Eagernefs 
and Alacrity; but Art and Nature have Stores ine 
exhauftible by human Intellects, and every Moment 
produces fomething new to him who has quickened 
his Faculties by diligent Obfervation. 

Some Studies for which the Country and the 
Summer afford peculiar Opportunities, I fhall per- 
haps endeavour to recommend in fome future 
Effay ; but if there be any Apprehenfion not apt to 
admit unaccuftomed Ideas, or any Attention fo 
ftubborn and inflexible as not eafily to comply with | 
new Directions, even thefe Obftru€tions cannot 
exclude the Pleafure of Application ; for thereis a 
higher and a nobler Employment to which all Facul- 
ties are adapted by hin who gave them.

, HE Reputation I have acquired by my Wit 
T and Humour in my younger Days, and the 
Candour I have difcover’d fince I commenced Critic, 
added to the Judgnient which I have fhewn in my 
maternal Protefion, have given all People a prodi- 
gious Opinion of my Abilities. And really, if I 
may be allow’d to do myfelf Juftice, and to fpeak 

iyfelf for myfelf, 1 don’t believe that the whole 
Race of Lawyers, Divines, or even Phyticians 
themfelves can produce a greater old Woman than 
Iam. People flock to me from every Quarter, 
and I find, tho’ too late, that a fuperb and exalted 
Reputation is but an Incumbrance, a Sort of Rub, 
in the Road to Happinefs ; for befides my own Bu- 
finefs (I mean that of my Profeffion) and the Care

From the Refolution which the King of Sardinia lias 
taken to reform his ‘Troops, as well as feveral other 
Difpofitions, no ‘Troubles are apprehended in Italy ;

FRANCE. 

While the poor acceding Parties to the definitive 
Treaty of Aix la Chapelle have been quietly amufing 
themfelves with the Thoughts of enjoying the Product 
of their own Vintages; the vigilant French have been 
extending their Commerce on the Coafts of Africa, and 
repairing their ruin’d Marine ; which they have done 
fo expeditioufly, as to be now able to boaft of g6 Men of 
War and Frigates ready for Service, exclufive of the 
Ships built in Canada, and thofe on the Stocks in the 
feveral Ports of France But this muft needs be 
fale; for we are told by the de Authority, no longer 
ago than january laft, that a// the contracting Powers 
in the definitive Treaty, had given the fu//:ff and clear: 
Deciarations of their Refolution to preferve the geneial 
Peace. Befides this, the French have juft erected a new 
Manufactory of Cottons and Linnens, plain, iriped, 
and ilower’d: — All rare News for England! ey ho! 
Old Women and Aix la Chapelle, for ever? huzza! for 
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my Lord $ » huzza, huzza !—— But if Mr. Perrier 
fhould fail from Breft, or the Veflels from Toulon 
fhould' get out, before Commodore Rodney departs from 


Portfmouth, what is to come of our new difcovered 
Ifland ? 


GERMANY. 

The Imperial Diet have come to the Refolution of 
Suarantying the Treaty of Drefden in its utmoft Extent, 
and which it is expe€ted his Imperial Majeity will ratify 
from Hungary, whire his royal Confort is making frefh 
Work for her Midwife. The Election of the King of 
the Romans is ftill oppofed by the King of Pruflia; 
while France, who has already made an old Woman of 
the EleGor of Cologne, is endeavouring to clap the filly 
Petticoat over the facerdotal Habiliments of the Electors 
of Mentz and Cologne. 


DENMARK and SWEDEN. 

The old Tranquility is predominant at the Court of 
Copenhagen. The Court of Stockholm has fent fatis- 
factory Accounts of its Proceedings to the Czarina, and 
every Thing feems to promife a durable Harmony be- 
teen the two Courts, at the fame Time that they are 
both putting their Frontiers in the molt defenfible Con- 
diion; and they are both to be commended; for the 
Ruffian Minifiry are well apprized that Count Tethn 
has the Afcendency over the new Swedifh Sovereign, 
who may probably imbibe the ambitious and defpotuck 
Sentiments for which that Minifter is fo remarkably di- 
ftinguifhed in all the different Courts of Europe. 

Russia. 

The Court of Peterfburgh does not feem to entertain 
any dangerous Attempts from the Ottoman Forces ; the 
Grand Vizir has aflured the Ruffian Miniter that his

Sublime Highnefs is defirous of contributing to the Peace 
of Europe; the Swedes, notwithftanding their Tranf- 
portation of 8000 Men into Finland, occafion no Appre- 
henfions that his Swedifh Majetty will cifregard his Co- 
ronation Oath, or not fulfil his Affurances he has made 
to the Czarina, of preferving the prefent Form of Etta- 
blifhment in Sweden: So that the Czarina is entirely 
eafy ; but, notwithflanding, fhe keeps up a numerous 
Army in the Ukraine. 

The Czarina is an Honour to her Sex; for while fhe 
maintains the Poffeffions of her illuftrious Father by the 
Sword ; fhe alfo follows his excellent Example in refining 
their Inhabitants by the Introduction of Commerce: For 
it appears, by the Cuftom-houfe Books of Peterfburgh, 
that the foreign Ships arrived there, within this Year, 
have traded with the Ruflians to the Value of 5 Millions 
of Rubles, in fuch Commodities only as are produced in 
the Ruffian Territories; and it is generally conjectured 
that the Englifh have taken off no lefs than 3 of the 5 
Millions, for the Commerce with Ruffia ‘has greatly in- 
creafed within this laft ten Years. 

PERSIA, 

This Country is now in a more calamitous Condition 
than ever, principally owing to the Intrigues of the Ot- 
toman Miniltry, to divide and weaken the Perfians by 
different FaGtions caufing the Deftru@tion of one ano- 
ther. For this politic Purpofe, the Turks have infpirited 
Heraclius, Prince of Georgia, to make an Invafion upon 
that diftraéted Empire ; who has ingratiated himfelf in- 
to the Affections of the Aghuans, a bold People, conti- 
nually at War with the Perfians ; with whofe Affiftance 
he has marched from Candahar, at the Head of a nume: 
rous Army, into the Perfian Provinces, where he lays 
all wafte before him, to deprive the other contending 
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Competitors for the Throne, of Provifions, and at the 
ver ‘Time ftrike fuch a Terror into the Perfians as may 
celerate their Submiffion to him, 


LURK EY, 

The Peftilence has again ‘le tm the Neighbour- 
hood of Conftantinople, particularly in the Suburbs of 
Pera; the foreign Wviiniilers have retired into the Coun- 
try on this Account.

From Maryland, we ey that a Convict Servant late- 
ly went into his Mafter’s Houfe, with an Axe in his Hand, 
determined to kill his Miftrefs; but changing his Pur- 
pofe, thro’ the Innocence of her Countenance, he laid 
his Left Hand on a Block, cut it off, and threw it at 
her, faying, Now male me work if you can; which to 
be fure manifefted a noble Spirit of Induftry. 

We have Advice from Rhode-Ifland, that their laf 
Affembly at Providence, pafied an A& for emitting 
200,000]. old Tenor, on Loan, for ten Years; both 
Principal and Intereft to be paid at that Period. They 
have afcertained the Value at eight for one, fixing Dol- 
lars at 48 per Bill of Exchange at 1200, that is 1100 Ad- 
vance ; enforcing the Cbfervance of this Law with the 
like Penalties as thofe in New-England, and making the 
Punifhment for Counterfeiting, Death. The Intereft is 
Six per Cent, to be paid annually, and to be employed in 
encouraging Indufiry, and giving a Bounty on Linnen 
and Woollen Manufactures of the Colony, as alfo on the 
Whale and Cod Fifhery. 

A very barbarous Murder was lately committed at 
Elkridge, in New-York, by Jeremiah Swift, a Convict 
Servant belonging to Mr. John Hatherley, about 21 
Years of Age; who took an Opportunity, while 9 
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Hatherley and his Wife were attending a Funeral, to 
knock out the Brains of their two Sons with a Hoe, and 
to kill their Daughter with an Axe.

To encourage the Crew of each Bufs belonging to 
the Britifh Herring Fifhery to dotheir Duty, a Premium 
of 301. will be given to the Company of that Veflel wha 
fhall catch the moft Herrings during the Seafon, and 
cure them beft; zol. to the fecond, and 151. to the 
third; to be diitributed among them in Proportion to 
their Wages. 

The Chamber of Campbel-Town have fubf{cribed 
10,0001. into the Society of the free Britith Fifhery. 


The Dutch have 450 Bufles ready for the Herring 
Fifhery ; but we, alas! have no more than ten. 


The iniquitous Cuftom of Duelling has been late! 
very prevalent. Capt. Sole and Mr. Pafcal, upon a 
Quarrel arifing from a Difpute at Gaming, quitted the 
Tavern, with an Intent to terminate their Difference in 
Hyde-Park: But Mr. Pafcal was either too mth in 
Liquor, or too little in Reafon, to ftay till they got to 
the appointed Place, and drew his Sword upon his An- 
tagonift-in the Street, who with much Reluétance alfo 
drew his Weapon, and after a little Trial of Skill very 
prettily pink’d his drunken Enemy thro’ the Body, the 
Sword entering below the Navel, and coming out at 
the Back-bone. Mr. Pafcal was afterwards fo fenfible 
of the Provocation he had given Capt. Sole, that he 
freely forgave him ; and the Coroner’s Inquett brought 
in their Verdi& Manflaughter.

They then embraced, and invok’d Heaven 
for Mercy, Forgivenefs, and Succefs, and made feveral 
violent Paffes, in which the Candles were knock’d 
down. Mr. Dalton went out and lighted the Can- 
dles ; on his Return they repeated their Embrace ; and 
renewed the Encounter ; Mr, Dalton received a Wound 
on his Left-hand, but difregarding that he preffed home 
on his Antagonift, and received a Wound in the Breait, 
of which he immediately expired. Mr. Paul, on this 
fatal Accident threw down his Sword, and ran with all

At that Time we made a glorious Figure in 
Hiftory, we were refpected by other Nations, and 
it wasno Wonder then to fee an£ngli/hmnan fix Feet 
high and his Hat cock’d, whereas the mightieft of 
us now is not above two Feet and a half, and we 
hang down our Heads and are defpifed by all the 
Pedple in the World.

HE RE is fcarcely any Sentiment in which, 
T amidft the innumerable Varieties of Incli- 
nation that Nature or Accident have fcattered in 
the World, we find greater Numbers concurring 
than in the Wifh for Riches; a With indeed fo 
prevalent, that it may be confidered as univerfal 
and tranfcendental, as the Defire in which all other 
Defires are included, and of which the various 
Purpofes that actuate Mankind, are only fub- 
ordinate Species, and different Modifications. 
Wealth is indeed the general Center of Inclina- 
tion, the Point to which all Minds preferve an in- 
variable Tendency, and from which they after- 
wards diverge in numberlefs Directions. - What- 
ever is the remote or ultimate Defign, the im- 
mediate Care is to be rich; and in whatever 
Enjoyment we intend finally to acquiefce, we 
feldom confider it as attainable but by the Means of

There is fcarcely any Paffion which Riches do 
not affift us to gratify. He that places his Hap- 
pinefs in full Chefts or numerous Dependents, in 
refined Praife or popular Acclamation, in the Ac- 
cumulation of Curiofities or the Revels of Luxury, 
in fplendid Edifices or wide Plantations, mutt itill 
either by birth or Acquilition pofiefs Riches. They 
may be confidered as the elemental eres of 
Pleafure, which may be combined with endle {gs Di- 
verfity ; as the effential and neceitar y Subits nce, of 
which the Form only is to be acjutted by Choice 

The Neceflity of Riches being thus apparent, ” 
is not wonderful that almott every Mind has been 
employed in Endeavours to acquire them; that 
Muititudes have vied with each other in Arts by 
which Life is furnifhed with Accommodations, and 
which therefore Mankind may reafonably be ex- 
pected to reward. 

It had indeed been happy had this predominant 
Appetite operated only in Concurrence with Vir- 
tue, and influenced none but thofe who were 
zealous to deferve what they were eager to pofle(s, 
and had Abilities to improve their own Fortunes, 
by contributing to the Eafe or Happinefs of others. 
‘To have Riches and to have Virtue would then 
have been the fame, and Succefs might reafonably 
have been confidered as a Proof of Merit. 

But we do not find that any of the Defires of 
Men keep a ftated Proportion to their Powers of 
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Attainment. Many envy and defire Wealth, whe 
¢an never procure it by honeft Induftry, or ufeful 
Knowledge. They therefore turn their Eyes 
about to examine what other Methods can be found: 
of gaining what none, however impotent, or worth- 
lefS, can be content to want. 

A little Enquiry will difcover that there are. 
nearer Ways to Profit than ‘through the Intri- 
cacies of Art, or up the Sreeps of Labour; that 
what Wifdom and Virtue fearcely receive at the 
Clofe of Life, as the Recompence of long ‘Toil 
and repeated Efforts, is brought within the Reach 
of Subtilty and Difhonefty, by more expeditious 
and compendious Meafures: That the Wealth of 
Credulity is an open Prey to Falfhood, and that 
the Poflefions of Ignorance and Imbecillity are 
eafily withdrawn by the fecret Conveyances of Ar- 
tifice, or feized by the Gripe of unrefifted Vio- 
lence. | 

It is likewife not hard to difcover, that Riches 
always procure Protedtion for themfelves, that they 
dazzle the Eyes of Eaquiry, divert the Celerity of 
Purfuit, or appeafe the Ferofity of Vengeance ; 
that when any Man is incontefttbly known to have 
large Pofieffions, very few think it requifite to en- 
quire by what Practices they were obtained 3 that 
the Refentment of Mankind rages only againft the 
Struggles of feeble and timorous Corruption ; but 
that when it has furmounted the firft Oppofition, 
it is afterwards fupported by Favour, and animates 
by Applaufe. | 
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The Profpec&t of gaining fpeedily what. is ardently 
defired, and the Certainty of obtaining by .every 
Accefiion of Advantage an Addition of Security, 
have fo far prevailed upon the Paffions of Mankind, 
that the Peace of Life is deftroyed by a general 
and inceilant Struggle for Riches. It is obferved 
of Gold, by an old Epigrammatift, that to have it 
7s to be in Fear, and to want it ts te be in Sorrow. 
There is no Condition which is not difquieted 
either with the Care of gaining or of keeping 
Money ; and the Race of Man may be divided in 
a political Eftimate between thofe who are practifing 
Fraud, and thofe who are repelling it. 

If we confider the prefent State of the World, 
it will be found, that all Confidence is loft among 
Mankind; that no Man ventures to act, where 
Money can be endangered, upon the Faith of an- 
other. It is impofiible to fee the long Scrolls in 
which every Contract is included, with all their 
Appendages of Seals and Atteftation, without 
wondering at the Depravity of thofe Beings, who 
muft be reftrained from Violation of Promife by 
fuch formal and publick Evidences, and precluded 
from Equivocation and Subterfuge by fuch pundti- 
Jious Minutenefs. Among the Satires to which 
Folly and Wickednefs have given Occafion, none 
is equally fevere with a Bond, ora Settlement. 

Among the various Arts by which Riches n ray 
be obtained, the greater Part are at the firft View 
urreconcileable with the Laws of Virtue; fome 
are openly flagitious, and praciifed not only in 
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Negle&, but in Defiance of Faith and Juftice,. 


and the reft are on every Side fo entangled with 


dubious Tendencies, and fo befet with perpetual. 
‘Temptations, that very few,. even. of thofe who 
are not yet abandoned, are able to preferve their 
Innocence, or can produce any other Claim to 
Regard, than that they have deviated from the 
Right lefs than others, and have fooner and more 
diligently endeavoured to return. 

One of the chief CharaCterifticks of the golden 
Age, of the Age in which neither Care nor Dan- 
ger had intruded on Mankind, is the Community 
of Poffeffions,. by which Strife and Fraud were ex- 
cluded, and every turbulent Paffion was ftilled by 
Plenty and Equality. Such were indeed happy 
‘Times, but fuch Times can return no more.

And while 
a rightful Claim to Pleafure or to Afluence muit 


be procured either by flow Induftry or uncertain. 


Hazard, there will always be Multitudes whom 
Cowardice or Impatience will incite to. more fafe 
and more fpeedy Methods, who will ftudy to pluck 
the Fruit without cultivating the Tree, and to 
fhare the. Advantages of Vi€tory without partaking 
the Danger. of the Battle. 

In later Ages, the Conviion of the Danger to 
which Virtue is expofed, while the Mind continues 
epen, to the influence of Riches, has determined 
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many to Vows of perpetual Poverty; they have 
fupprefled Defire by cutting off the Poffibility of 
Gratification, and fecured their Peace by deftroy- 
ing the Enemy whom. they had no Hope of reduc- 
ing to quiet Subjection. But by debarring them- 
felves from Evil, they have refcinded many Op- 
portunities of Good ; they have funk into Inac- 
tivity and Ufelefinefs, and if they have foreborn 


to injure Society, they cannot be confidered as- 


Contributors to its Felicity. 

While Riches are fo.neceflary to prefent Con- 
venience, and fo much more ealily obtained by. 
Crimes than Virtues, the Mind can only be fecured 
from yielding to the continual Impulfe of Cove- 
toufnefs by the Preponderation of other Motives, 
Gold will generally turn the intellectual Balance, 
when weighed only againft Reputation, but wil! 
be light and ineffectual when the oppofite Scale is 
charged with Juftice, Veracity, and Piety.

To the Criticks and the Poets. 


GENTLEMEN, 


N fome of my former Papers I pointed out the 
Excellency and true charaCteriftical Beauties of 
Paftoral and Elegiac Poetry, and I fhall now, for 
your Inftru€tion and Entertainment, give. you my 
Sentiments on the Ode and the Song; two Species 
of Poefy that are of all others my peculiar Fa- 
vourites. I call them two Species of Poefy, and 
I think with the greateft poetical and critical Ju- 
{tice ; for there is as much Difference between an 
Ode 
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Ode and a Song, as between a high-heel’d and a 
low-heel’d Shows. or indeed as there is between a 
Whig anda Tory. ‘The Ode-writer mounts Pe- 
gafus upon the Withers, and for Fear of ‘falling 
holds faft by the Mane; but the Ballad-monger 
gets up behind, fits a Degree lower, ‘and to fave 
himfelf, clings clofe to the Tail. There are fome 


Poets indeed, who are a Sort of. Mules in Verfe, 


and are endow'd with fuch excellent. Qualities, 
that they can intimately mix thefe two Species 
together, and make of them a true and poetical 
Hermaphrodite. A moft animated and extraordi- 
nary Inftance of this Sort we have in one of our 
Poets of the laft Century, who through his ex- 
ccffive Modefty and abundant Wealth (two Qua- 


lities inherent to Poetry and Poets) has endeavour’d 


to conceal his Merit, and avoid the Praifes he fo 
eminently deferved. He has by many of our 
Criticks been compared to Horace, and by others 
mounted with Pindar; but.I think he deferves a 
more exalted Clafs than either, and I am per- 
fuaded you will be of my Opinion, Gentlemen, 


when you have read over the following Stanzas. 


On JouLiTy > An Ode, or Song, or both. 
I, 


There was a jovial Butcher, 
He liv’d at Northern-fall- gate, 
He kept a Stall 
At Leadenhall, 
And got drunk at the Boy at Aldgate,

Now, Gentlemen, for the Dignity of your 
Science, (which I hold in the higheft Eftimation) 
I fhall endeavour to point out critically, and ac- 
corcing to the Rules of Art, the Beauties, the 
Graces, and elevated Sentiments in this much ad- 
mired Piece. 

Our incomparable Author, agreeable to the 
Laws prefcribed by Ari/totle, Dionyfius, Longinusy 
and Quintilan, and purfuant to the great Ex- 
amples of Homer, Virgil, and AdZiltony begins his 
Exordium ina fimple Manner, for here he wifely 
faw, that the plain Stile would be moft prevalent. 
Nothing can be more eafy, 

There was a jovial Butchers 

One would think from the Simplicity, natural 
Eafe, and Elegance of that Line, that the Author 
intended only the Hiftory of his Hero in Manner 
of Thucidydes, Livy, or any other trifling Hifto- 
rian; for no one from thefe Words would expect 
a Pindaric Ode any more than an Epic Poem, 
But in the next Line he artfully rifes upon you : 

Fie liv’d at Northernefall- gate. 





How expreilive is this! Here you learn 
in one Line, not only that the Man liv’d, but the 
Place 
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Place where he liv’d, viz. at Northern-fall-gate. 
Hitherto we are péaceable enough, for Pega/us 
only trots; but now the Poet is all on Fire, and 
his Steed foams at Mouth: 


He kept a Stall 
At Leaden-hall, 
And got drunk at the Boy at Aldgate. 


And got drunk! ay, got drunk! why 
that’s an Atchievement we little expected ;. It fur- 
prizes us, and therefore is extremely, agreeable ; 
for the Bufinefs of Poetry is to infrult, to elevate, 
‘and furprize. And how amply is this effeéted ? 
We are inftruéted, and that in few Words, that, 


He kept a Stall 
At Leaden-hall ; 


.We are elevated with the Thoughts of his getting 
drunk, and extreamly /urprized that it was at the 
Boy at Aldgate; for who the Devil would have 
thought of his getting drunk there;. Befides, at 
the Time this Ode was wrote, ’twas not cuftomary 
for People to get drunk; and therefore the Sur- 
prize was greater. Drunkennefs was, then con- 
fider’d as the Province only of the Nobleman, the 
Knight, the Squire, the Lord of the, Manor, or 
the Juttice of Peace; but now we have, Ladies of 
fuch elevated Spirits, that they can get drunk as 
well as the beft Butcher of them all, which ren- 
ders that Incident i in thefe our Days lefs wonderful. 

Our Author’s Method is alfo much to be ad- 


mired 5 for after he has perfected his firft Stanza, 
he 
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he proceeds to the fecond. and pray what can be 
more natural than for the fecond to fucceed the 
frft ? 

Fle van down Houndfditch reeling. 


Homer is not more admired for the Copio/ity of 
his Invention, the Force of his Imagination, the 
Beauty of his Similies, the Harmony of his Num- 
bers, or the Dignity of his Di@tion, than for his 
extenfive Knowledge in Nature, and the feveral Arts 
and Sciences; He was a Philofopher, a Divine, a 
Mathematician, an Hiftorian, a Geographer, and 
a Warrior as well as a Poet. He underftood 
every thing he has defcribed, and therefore all his 
Defcriptions are animated and beautiful, juft and 
rational, correfpondent to the Precepts of Art and 
to the Laws of Nature. But our Author vaftly 
exceeds Homer in his Knowledge of Nature and 
the mechanic Laws, as may be demonftrated from 
this Line: 

He ran down Houndfditch reeling, 


Any Woman who has a Sot to her Hufband can 
tell you, that a drunken Man will run up Stairs 
when he can’t walk even on a fmooth Pavement. 
A ftaggering Man, like a reeling Top, is fecured 
from falling by encreafing the Velocity of his Mo- 
tion, and this is alfo illuftrated and proved by a 
{tumbling Horfe, who will always travel with moft 
Safety when kept up to a good Pace, as our Gen- 
tlemen that ride Poft can teftify. But I appeal 

from 
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from the Poft-Boy to Mr. Pope, who in his Effay 


on our Science, has the two following Lines: 


Falfe Steps but help them to renew the Race ; 
As, ajter fiumbling, ‘fades will mend their Paee, 


’Tis therefore with great poetical Juftice and Judg- 
ment that our Author precipitates his Hero down 
Found/ditch, and brings him to Bedlam. 

Here now is Matter enough to have employed 
your little modern Verfifyers a Month, who run 
into long Common-places, and lay hold of every 
Hint that prefents itfelf. But /ea/onable Silence has 
its Emphafis; our Author only informs us in a plain 
fimple Manner, that 

At Bedlam he was frighted. 


He would probably have given a Defcription of 
that horrid Place, where fo many of his F raternity 
had made their miferable Exits, but the Cataftrophe 
of his Piece was at Hand; the Fate of this Hero 
was determin’d, and along Sufpenfion of it by any 
Epifode whatfoever, wou’d have been unnatural 
and offenfive. He therefore in Imitation of Vir- 
Git, Geer. IV. 457, Se. declines all Allurements 
of that fort, for the fake of Uniformity and Order, 
without which he knew his Work might be an Heap 
of fhining Materials, but net a beautiful and per- 
manent Edifice.

The Geography of the Places where the Adtion 
happen’d, is ftrily obferv’d and arrang’d in 
their natural Order ; Houn/ditch is the direé&t Road 
from Aldgate to Bedlam, which is built in AZoor- 
folds; and as Hoxton is not more than half a Mile 
to the right, it was very natural for him, and very 
prudent of him to clofe the Scene there, And to 
prevent any Difturbances by the Contefts of Places, 
for the Birth of this great Poet, we will, if you 
pleafe, Gentlemen, affign that Honour to Hoxton ; 
This I think we may do with the greateft Propriety 
and Juftice, for every Man is partially prone to fa- 
vour the Place of his Nativity, and his exceffive 
Fondnefs of his native Place Hoxton, made him 
without doubt bring the Jovial Butcher from Nor- 
thérn-Falgate to enrich it with his Burthen.

H£ Portuguefe Dominions enjoy all the Bleffings 
hoof that profoand Tranquility, which asgmented 
their Commerce, and increafed their Opulence, dari: g 
the late War; while their Neighbours of Spain were 
hurried by a Spirit of Quixotiim to dig themfelves a 
fatal Grave in the Bowels of Italy. 

While the Britifh Ambaffador at Madrid, is employing 
all the Strain of Oratory, which he has fo frequently, and 
fo inefrectually aflerted, to mollify the Haughtincels of tle 
turbulent Spaniards ; the Minifiiry of Madrid, not orly 
refufe to hearken to any humble Supplications for a 
free Navigation in America; but have iately ordered 
Don Francis Buccarelli y Urfua, the Commandant cf 
the Spanifh Troops pofted in the Difri@ of Gibraltar, 
to fee that the tenth Article of the Treaty of Utrecht be 
punttually obferved. By that Article Gibraltar was 
ceded to the Crown of Great Britain, without any terri- 
torial furifdidtion, nor any open Communication by 
Land, in order to prevent the Abafes and Frauds th:t 
might be committed under Colour of Trafficking. Fut 
as it was agreed by the faid Article that it fhould Le 
lawful to purchafe with ready Moncey, in the Spanith 
Territory adjacent, Provifions and other Neceffaries f. 
the Ufe of the Garrifon, the Inhabitants and the Vefie's 
Jying in the Bay ; this Commandant is likewife charged 
to take particular Care that this Stipulation be literally

that the Delinquents, befides the Penalty of Confifcation, 
fhall be profecuted with the utmoit Rigour of the Law.

Surely the Britifh Nation is to 
be no longer liable to the Infults of Spain! My old 
Blood glows with Refentment when I recolle& their 
former Depredatiors; and I, Mary Midnight, take 
upon me to affure the old Lady at St. IIldefonfo, that the 
Subjeéts of her late Hufband, have no exclifive Right 
to the Navigation of the American Seas. Was not it 
this important Matter that raifed the Voice of every

The Barbary Corfairs renew their piratical Excurfions

the great Sea-fight off La Elogue, in the Year 1692, 
A forry Truth for Old England ! —— The i’rench Clergy 
begin to lower their Creits, and fubmit to their dictatorial 
Power, with regard to their Payment of the twentieth 
Penny, and toe Declaration of their ecclefiaftical Re- 
venues Though the French have reported that M. 





Bompart, Governour of Martinico, had caufed the iflands 
of Tobago, St. Lucia, and Dominico, to be evacuated ; J 
have receiv’d private Intelligence to the contrary ; though 
I fhould be glad to find it true, becaufe then the French

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would give us one Proof of their Sincerity among thole 
daily exhibited of their Politenefs. 


GERMANY. 


It has at laft appeared that the Elefor of Cologne 
deferted the maritime Powers for the Sake of obtaining 
a Debt of 16°,000 Crowns from France; fo that now 
I fhall call him an Old Mifer, inftead of an Old Woman. 
The Empire is ftill in the fame uncertain Condition 
about the Election of a King of the Romans: but the 
Emiilaries of France give Reafon to imagine, that their 
Court has a greater Share, than it would have the 
World believe, in the Oppofition made to fuch an E-

DENMARK.

SWEDEN. 


Declarations of Ruffia, they have fuifer’d a great De. 
vaftation in their Capital City, by a Fire which broke 
Out on the roth of June, in the Church of St. Claire, 
in the Norder Malm, and burnt with fo much Violence, 
that this fine Building was foon reduced to Afhes, to- 
gether with feveral Houfes adjoining, befides, the Wind 
being very high, the Flames communicated to fome 
Houfes at a Diflance, which were likewife confamed, 
About an Hour after, the fame Day, another Fire broke 
out in the Suder-Malm, which did a great deal of 
Damage; and, about Nine o’Clock in the Evening, a 
Brewer's Houfe took Fire, and was barnt to the Ground ; 
as were feveral adjacent Houfes. The King being in- 
formed of thefe Fires, came to Stockholm from Ul- 
richdahl, and went in Perfon to the Places where there 
was the greateft Danger. His Majelty gave fuch 
Orders for flopping the Progrefs of the Flames, that the 
Fire was extinguifhed the next Day; after which his 
Majefty returned to Ulrichdahl. The 21ft, a frefh Fire 
broke out in the Market in the Suburb of Ladugarfland, 
and the Day following another in the fame Diftrict, “

While the Swedes feemed to be happy in the peaceable 
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eye Packer Market. ‘The Number of Houfes confumed 
amounts to near 1000; among which are the fine !Joufe 
of the Senator Count Thuro-Bielcke, another magnificent 
Edifice belonging to Baron Palitierna, the fuperb Church 
of St. Clara, the Hotel of the late Prefident Rolam, and 
many other confiderable Edifices both in the North and 
South Quarters. ‘The Ships and Gallies, as alfo the 
Arfenals and the Granaries, which lie in thofe Quarters, 
were in great Danger, but happily received no Damage, 
the King’s Directions, for preventing the Flames {preading 
towards them, having been extremely well executed. 
It is pretended that combuftible Materials have 
been found in divers Parts of the Town, and fome 
fufpicious Perfons have been taken up: A Reward of 
2000 Ducats is alfo offered to fuch as may difcover any 
of the Incendiaries, with a free Pardon to any one that 
fhall impeach his Accomplices; who, I dare fay, were 
no other Sort of Old Women than fuch as are ufually 
difcover’d under jefuitical Habits.

This Country is in a more deplorable Condition than 
ever, having at prefent no lefs than five Competitors for 
the Thione. ‘lhe ancient Lores, or Baétrians, who 
plundered Spahan, have made a great Progrefs in their 
Conquefts; and the young Man they have nominated 
for King, being of the old Race, induced the People 
of Shyrafs to deliver their City into his Hands without 
Refiftance ; notwithitanding which, the People were 
carried into Slavery. Jt was imagined Jaroom, Doroob, 
and Ireffau, would have made a bold and refolute 
Stand; but they all fubmitted themfelves to Slavery ;

Operation, but you grow back again (if I may be 
allow’d the Expreffion) in the fame gradual im- 
perceptible Manner, only in a much leffer Time, 
as you grow old. But as you may be curious to 
know the Nature and Mechanifm of this Mill, I 
have fent you a Tranfcript of an Account taken 
by a Fellow of the Royal Society. 


A Mathematical Defcription of the Guild- 
ford Mill. 


By NeweEMIAH NickKnack, F.R.S. 


The perpendicular Altitude of this Mill is about 
thirty Feet, and the horizontal Aperture, or Dila- 
tation of the Hopper, is about ten. ‘There are 
nine principal or cardinal Wheels, fo judgemati- 
cally contrived, that in them all the Squares of the 
periodical Times are equal to the Cubes of the 
Diftances. The Sails (for it is a Wind-Mill) are 
feven, numerically confider’d, but proportionally 
they 
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they are in a reciprocal fubduplicate Ratio of the 
Diameters of the Wheels. 

The Trough, which is the Receptacle of the 
Perfons ground, is a Parallellogram, the Diagonal 
of which is about two Yards and an half. Be- 
tween the Trough and the Hopper are twelve 
Tubes feal’d hermetically, of different Sizes, for 
the Squares of their Diameters rife in an Arith- 
metical Progreffion. .Diametrically oppofite to the 
Tubes are four Ropes fufpended funicularly, at 
the Extremities of which are four Levers of the 
third Kind, namely, fuch as have the Pow’r be- 
tween the Fulchrum and the Weight. Befides 
which, there are Abundance of inclined Planes, 
Axes in Peritrochio, Polyfpafts, Cylinders, together 
with the Trochlea, Cuneus, and Cochlea, and in 
fhort all the mechanical and mathematical Powers. 

Such is the Defcription of my Mill, which is fo 
admirable for it’s PERsricuiry, that a Child fix 
Years old may underftand it; fo I fhall not any 
further explain it, for that would be to give a 
Defcription of a Defcription, in the Manner of 
modern Commentators. I fhall therefore add a 
Cafe or two, and for the prefent take my Leave 
of you.

PORTUGAL and SPAIN. 


TS moft faithful Majefty of Portugal, feems to in- 

herit none of that religious Pufillanimity which 

was initilled into his Father by the Artifices of Father 
Gafpard. This Monarch who is now in the 37th Year 
of his Age, was brought into the World by the Afift- 
ance of one of my intimate Acquaintance, who deliver’d 
his Mother the Archdutchefs Mary Anne of Auftria of 
this lovely Prince, Don Jofeph, on the éth of June 
1714, when fhe acquainted his Mother that fhe could 
ditcover, by her Skill in Metopofcopy, that the young 
Prince would have more of the Auftrian than of the 
Braganzan Difpofition; which fhe can now have the 
_Happinefs to fay, was a very faithful Prediftion. — 
His Moft Catholic Majefty feems wholly attentive to the

{peclive Ports of Spain: Orders are alfo given for re- 
{toring the Regiment of Miquelets which had been re- 
formed, and for completing with the utmoft Diligence, 
the Troops of his Catholic Majefty : A Thoufand full 
grown 
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grown Trees are ordered to be felled in the Forefts of 
Catalonia, and the Marquis de la Enfenada, who has 
the Care of the Navy, has found Means to engage into 
the Spanith Service, an Eng'ifhman, of whofe Skill in 
Ship-building feveral fine Ships built at Carthagena, are 
valuable Proofs to the Spanifh Monarch, who grants 
him a Piltole per Diem, 


ITALY. 


The Italian States are flill prejudiced by the Barbary 
Corfairs, who have lately taken a Maltefe Felucca -— 
Count Chriftiani, Chancellor of Milan, has happily ad- 
julled all the Claims for Money expended by his Sardi- 
nian Mayeity during the Jaft War, for the Troops of the 
Emprefs Queen; and alfo regulated whatever Difficulties 
fill remained in regard to their refpeftive Frontiers in 
Lombardy.—M. Chauvelin was to have a Meeting with 
the Corfican Chief on the 25th of July; for which 
Purpofe circular Letters were difpatched to all the 
Pieves of the Ifland, inviting them to fend Deputies to 
a general Affembly that was to be held before the End 
of that Month, for definitively fetling the Affairs of their 
Country ; and it is reported that a Spanifh Emiflary 
will be there, to concert Meafures for facilitating an 
Agreement to yield up that turbulent Ifland. By Ad- 
vices from Florence we find, that while England 1s en- 
deavouring to furnifh the Court of Vienna with a King 
of the Romans, the Dutchy of Tufcany is going to fur- 
nifh the French with Timber for Ships, to difpute the 
Superiority of the Main.

The Contefts between the French Court and the Par- 
liament of Paris, kindle upon the leaft Occafion: but 
his Majelty has ordered the premier Prefident to ac- 
quaint the Pasliament, that he exprelly forbad them 
interfering for the future, in any Thing more than exa- 
mining into the Conduct of the Sub-Direétors ; defirin 
them to make no more Remonftrances againft the Reeu- 
lations for the good Order of the Hofpitals; for, as 
well in this Refpeét as in all others, his Majefty infitted 
upon being obeyed without Reply. 4 fine Inftance of 
arbitrary Power; therefore, happy Britatz, whofe 
Monarch rules only by the Law of Fuflice, and in Con- 
urrence of that Parliament which is the pure reprefen- 
tative of Liberty]—The Brett Squadron, confifting of 
ten Men of War and two Frigates, fet fail the 2oth of 
July to the South-Weft; and it 1s generally reported to 
be deftined for the American Colonies ; however, they 
have left that Difcovery to be made by a neighbouring 
Nation as foon as they can. 


GERMANY. 


The ableft Heads at Vienna, among the Auftrian and 
Britifh Negociators, are clubbing their Wits to bring a- 
bout a Reconciliation between the Ruffian and Pruffian 
Courts, being fenfible that the making Pruffia eafy, is an 
Article that muft precede the bringing the Eleétion of a 
King of the Romans on the Tapis: and, in Germany, 
it is fincerely wifhed they may fucceed, not becaufe of 
any real Intereft Britain may have in perpetuating the 
Imperial Dignity in the Auftrian Family, but becaufe 
they apprehend the is not now in Circumilances to go to

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SWEDEN and Russia. 


The Hopes of a thorough Reconciliation between the 
Courts of Peterfburgh and Stockholm continue, and in- 
creafe fo much, that the Czarina certainly intends to vifit 
Mofcow and the Ukraine in O€tober next; and the 
Court of Vienna has interpofed its good Offices, to bring 
about an amicable Underftanding between the Courts of 
Peterfburgh and Berlin. This Tranquillity is fo much 
the more fortunate at Stockholm, as the Attention of 
the King and Miniftry can be employed, without Avo- 
cations, on the beft Means for retrieving the Damages 
of the Fes, and procuring to every one, as far as 
pofible, what they may have loft in the Confufion. 
Poor Swedes! while their new Monarch was healing the 
Wounds given them by the Temerity of Charles XII, 
how great a Calamity has fallen upon them. 


PERSIA, 


The laft Letters from Conftantinople make mention of 
a bloody Battle fought in the Neighbourhood of Ifpahan, 
between the two Competitors for the Perfian Throne, in 
which upwards of 30,000 Men were killed on the Spot. 
They had not as yet any Particulars of this Aétion, but 
only knew in general, that Fortune followed the Stan- 
dard of the Shah, whom the Majority of the Nation had 
already acknowledged in Quality of Sophi; that his 
Viétory was complete, and that his Rival had been 
wounded in the Bartle, but had neverthelefs the good 
Fertune to efcape with a fimall Part of his Army. Peace, 
and Felicity, when are you again to revifit the Plains of 
Perfia!

On the other Hand, 
fhou’d I anfwer this Queition in the Negative, in 
this fceptical Age, in which Infidelity fo much 
abounds, Atheifts and Deifts would apply it to their 
wicked Purpofes, and my Authority wou’d be 
wrefted as a fort of Argument for Dotrines and 
Opinions, that have not the leaft Foundation in the 
Nature 
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Nature and Fitnefs of Things. That the Almighty 


has permitted and made ufe of fuch fupernatural 
Means to arfwer the wife Purpofes of his Provi-

M. du Per- 
rier, fay they, when he comes off Lifbon, is to make di- 
rectly for the Azores, where he is to open his Orders, 
and join fifteen Ships ready built at Canada; whom he 
is (9 man with his Complements, which, for that Rea. 
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fon have been doubled: From thence he is to fail to the 
Coaft of Coromandel, and there eftablifh a decifive Su- 
periority of Strength, fuch as, upon a Rupture with 
the Englifh, will carry the Settlements of that Nation 
before them: 4/1 which may be too true. 

GERMANY. 

According to Advices from Hanover they feem to be 
pretty pofitive that his Britannic Majefty will go over 
early next Spring, in order to accelerate by his Pre- 
fence the Election of the Archduke Jofeph, to the Dig- 
nity of King of the Romans: Indeed, England cannot 
- afford to continue her Scenes of Liberality on the Con. 
tinent ; but ifthis falutary Work can be effeted, it will 
be well worth the laying out a Million in oppofition to 


France. 
SWEDEN and Russia. 


The Ruffian Army confifts of 200,000 effeflive Men, 
ready to take the Field; 160,000 of which are Foot, 
and 40,000 Horfe, befides Calmucks, Coifacks, and the 
Militia of the Country: The Fleet alfo confifts of 80 
Men of War and Frigates, excluiive of Gallies and lef- 
fer Veffels, which are returned into Port; and every 
Thing tending to the Continuance of a Pacification with 
Sweden, is to be mutually difcovered at the Courts of 
Peterfburgh and Stockholm. 

TuRKY. 

Above 70,000 People have been already deftroyed by 
the Plague in Conftantinople, and the neighbouring 
Iflands: They have alfo fuffered a dreadful Conflagra- 
tion at the Porte, by which 4000 Houfes were laid in 
Afhes ; and their Commerce muft be interrupted by the 
Orders for all Ships coming from the Levant, perform- 
ing Quarantine in Great-Britain and Holland.
